I ncumbent President Bill Clinton became 
the first Democratic president since 
Franklin Roosevelt to be re-elected to the 
White House Tuesday, November 5 when he 
defeated former Kansas Senator Bob Dole in an 
electoral landslide. Clinton won such pivotal 
states as California, New York, Florida, Michigan, 
Ohio, and Pennsylvania as he took 379 electoral 
votes to Dole’s 159. In the national popular vote, 
the president struggled to maintain the 50% he 
had hoped for, but as final votes from across the 
country were tallied it appeared the Democratic 
incumbent would indeed maintain his razor- 
thin majority, while Dole reached a popular vote 
of 42%, with Texas billionaire of the Reform 
Party showing a poor third place with around 
8% of the popular vote. 

The 50% national vote that Clinton won, 
while far from a mandate, was an improvement 
over his 1992 victory over then-President George 
Bush, when Clinton received only 43% of the 
vote. The president also increased his electoral 
vote over 1992^ when he received 370, against 
Bush’s 168. 

While American voters were sending Bill 
Clinton back to the White House for another 
four years, they were splitting many of their votes

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CIINT ON GETS ANOTHER

I n the midst of President Clinton’s speech on 
October 31 in Oakland, members of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate climbed a light tower and 
unfurled a banner promoting needle ex¬ 
change. The action caused the surprised presi¬ 
dent to pause, momentarily, before he continued 
speaking. 

Michael Lauro told the B.A.R. that he smug¬ 
gled the banner into the event inside a pillow 
that he used under his arm while entering on 
crutches. About 12 members of ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate also brought in air horns and signs, 
which they camouflaged between Clinton/Gore 
signs. The group positioned themselves about 
300 feet from where Clinton was to speak and 
patiently waited. 

Then, about a third of the way into Clinton’s 
speech, Lauro and another member began 
climbing 25 feet up a light tower and unfurled 
the banner, which read “Needle Exchange Stops 
AIDS.” Other ACT UP/Golden Gate members 
began shouting, calling on Clinton to lift the fed¬ 
eral ban on needle exchange programs. 

“He looked over to us, and we remained on 
the tower shouting ‘coward.’ He certainly heard 
me shouting,” Lauro told the B.A.R. “After about 
three minutes the Secret Service agents began

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Attackers rob Castro 
metaphysical priest

Ii|k. he Rev. Tony Ponticello says 
he is trying to cut through 
11 the spiritual mystery to find 
the personal meaning and the 
miracle in his recent mugging, but 
admits that after he was attacked 
on Friday, November 1, his first 
thought wasn’t to pray - it was to 
call the police. 

Ponticello, a bisexual ordained 
minister who presides over a fluc¬ 
tuating congregation of between 
35-50 at the California Miracles 
Center, a metaphysical church in 
the Castro, was walking on Do¬ 
lores Street at 18th Street, by Mis¬ 
sion High School, at about 5:30 
p.m. when he was “socked in the 
face” without any warning, by an 
assailant he didn’t see at first. 

“I was just walking down Do¬ 
lores Street and hadn’t reached 
the corner yet, it was daylight, and 
there were people all around,” 
Ponticello told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Ponticello said he was “in a 
hurry” to get to a church function 
at 6:30 p.m., and wasn’t really pay¬ 
ing much attention to his sur¬ 
roundings when he was attacked. 

Hit and shoved, Ponticello fell 
to the ground and landed on his 
face, where his attacker apparent¬ 
ly wanted him. 

“I was very disoriented. At first 
I didn’t get that I was being 
mugged. I didn’t know what was 
happening. Then I heard him say 
he wanted my money,” Ponticello 
recalled. “I said okay, take it.” 

Ponticello said after the mug¬ 
ger got his wallet he wanted more 
- and erroneously insisted that 
the cleric, dressed in a sport coat 
and tie, had a cell phone: 

“He said, ‘You got a cell phone, 
don’t you?’” Ponticello recalled. 

When Ponticello answered in 
the negative, the assailant, de¬ 
scribed as a Hispanic male in his 
mid-20s wearing a goatee and 
decked out “in gangster garb,” de¬ 
manded his backpack instead. 

“I began to take it off, and he 
yanked it from me,” Ponticello 
said. 


‘I should have 
known better’ 

During the attack, the assailant 
didn’t make any anti-gay state¬ 
ments, but he did threaten that 
Ponticello would be hurt further 
if he resisted. 

Ponticello didn’t; the mugger 
and a lookout fled the scene - 
with a wallet containing six cred¬ 
it cards and an estimated $250 in 
cash and checks, plus the check¬ 
books for three checking ac¬ 
counts. 

A woman near the incident re¬ 
alized Ponticello had been 
mugged and invited him into her 
home to call police and to clean 
up from the incident, as he was 
bleeding slightly from the punch 
to his eye and suffered other con¬ 
tusions and bruises. 

Ponticello filed a police report 
about the incident, but says that 
police missed the mark when they 
told him that usually in such 
crimes, the thieves are just after 
ready cash, and not credit cards. '** 

“I should have know better, 


but I just trusted what they said,” 
Ponticello said. 

When Ponticello called the 
credit card companies the next 
day to report the cards stolen, he 
discovered the thieves had been 
on a shopping spree of more than 
$700. 

And Ponticello said that he 
was dismayed, after learning the 
cards had been used in the local 
area, to find the police investiga¬ 
tive bureau assigned to the crime 
was closed for the weekend. 

“A woman said there was 
nothing they could do, that I had 
to call back on Monday,” he said. 

“I thought if they knew he was 
using the cards, they could go to 
the store or something. That there 
might be a description or some¬ 
body might know something. 
He’d just used them,” he said. 

The moral? 

Ponticello said that being a 
victim of crime “has its plusses 
and minuses” for a person with 
his theological orientation. 

“In a metaphysical context, 
you realize that we believe we cre¬ 
ate our own reality. It’s hard 
knowing that this is something 
that I’ve asked for,” he said. 

But, Ponticello said, whatever 
the deeper rhyme, reason, or pos¬ 
sible subconscious cause of the in¬ 
cident may be, he has “no prob¬ 
lem” with putting his alleged as¬ 
sailants in jail. 

After all, he said, the practice 
of a spiritual discipline that stress¬ 
es love and forgiveness doesn’t 
mean “letting creepy, vicious peo¬ 
ple who hurt other people do 
their thing out on the street.” ▼

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Domestic Partner 
ordinance goes to 
mayor for signature

he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors has formally ap¬ 
proved landmark domestic 
partner legislation requiring busi¬ 
nesses contracting with the city to 
provide benefits to registered do¬ 
mestic partners of employees. 

Following the 10-0 vote at their 
Monday, November 4 meeting, Su¬ 
pervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Leslie Katz introduced clarifying 
amendments to the legislation that 
will be voted on at a future board 
meeting. The domestic partner bill 
now goes to Mayor Willie Brown, 
who is expected to sign it. The 
measure would go into effect six 
months after Brown signs it. 

Under the law, companies 
doing business with San Francisco 
must offer the same benefits to 
registered domestic partners of 
their employees that they offer to 
married employees’ spouses. 
Those benefits include health in¬ 
surance, medical leave and be¬ 
reavement leave. 

“This legislation is about fair¬ 
ness,” said Katz, who co-authored 
the measure with Ammiano. “It 
does not require a company to 
provide extra costs.” 

The amendments proposed by 
Ammiano and Katz were offered 
in an effort to clarify the legisla¬ 
tion and to ease concerns of busi¬ 
ness leaders. The law would be 
waived if: 

• There are no qualified bid¬ 
ders who comply with the domes¬ 
tic partners ordinance and the 
contracting department finds the 
contract essential for city services. 

• The city were to incur a fi¬ 
nancial loss in excess of five per¬ 
cent of the contract value. 

Additionally, the amendments 
call for waivers to be made on a

case-by-case basis where an eco¬ 
nomically disadvantaged business 
could show it would suffer hard¬ 
ship as a result of the application 
of the ordinance. 

The new law would not apply 
to state and federal contracts, nor 
would it apply to subcontractors 
or businesses in cities that do not 
legally recognize domestic part¬ 
nerships. 

Domestic partner is defined in 
the ordinance as “any person who 
has registered a domestic partner¬ 
ship with a governmental body 
under state or local law authoriz¬ 
ing this registration.” 

The new law could potentially 
affect tens of thousands of private 
companies who employ hundreds 


of thousands of workers, Katz 
noted. 

No business owners were at 
Monday’s meeting to protest the 
ordinance. 

There are conditions to the or¬ 
dinance that have always been 
part of the legislation. If the 
party’s actual cost of providing a 
certain benefit for the domestic 
partner of an employee exceeds 
that of providing it for the spouse 
of an employee, or the party’s ac¬ 
tual cost of providing a certain 
benefit for the spouse of an em¬ 
ployee exceeds that of providing it 
for the domestic partner of an 
employee, the party may require 
the employee to pay the excess 
cost of providing the benefit. ▼ 


Refuse worker 
unloads garbage - 
of the anti-gay variety

Jfl gay Ivy Street resident got a 
taste of anti-gay hatred 
Wm from a Sunset Scavenger 
garbage collector last month - 
and he’s so upset he’s thinking 
about filing a civil lawsuit over 
the incident. 

After complaining to Sunset 
Scavenger officials that garbage 
collection on the 200 block of Ivy 
Street in Hayes Valley had gotten 
out of hand, resident Henry 
Leivas was called a “fucking fag¬ 
got” and threatened by a refuse 
worker on the route. 

“We’ve had an ongoing battle. 
They have been picking up 
garbage between 4 and 4:30 in the 
morning for months - dragging 
cans across the sidewalk and 


making a lot of noise,” Leivas told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I called 
and complained.” 

After speaking with a route su¬ 
pervisor, Leivas thought the 
problems would be addressed, 
but on October 11, the very next 
day, a route worker retaliated 
against him for his complaint. 

“At 6:30 in the morning, he 
stood at the end of the street and 
yelled, ‘Come on Henry, show 
your face, you fucking faggot,”’ 
Leivas said. 

“I don’t mind being woken up 
at 6:30, but I really didn’t know 
how to respond. I was extremely 
angry. I threw my sweats on and I 
flew out of the house,” Leivas said. 

“I saw him and I said, ‘I’m 
Henry. I’m the fucking faggot,’ 
and he just glared.” 

Leivas, who has lived in San 


Francisco for just eight months, 
said he was extremely upset about 
the attempt at intimidation and 
the threat made by the worker, 
and reported the incident to Sun¬ 
set Scavenger. 

Leivas said there are witnesses 
to the incident - and that he’s sur¬ 
prised the worker still has his job. 

Leivas has also contacted the 
San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission and Community 
United Against Violence about 
the incident. 

Sunset Scavenger general 
manager Ron Proto told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he was con¬ 
ducting a “preliminary investiga¬ 
tion” about the complaint. 

Ron Saturno, the building’s 
owner, has also contacted the local 
neighborhood watch program to 
complain about the incident. V

City Hall art 
defaced again 

Visual AID artist vows to leave display up

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or the second time in two 
. V weeks, Visual AID artist 
Michael Johnstone’s work 
on display at San Francisco City 
Hall was defaced. In the most re¬ 
cent incident, all 11 of his pho¬ 
tographs were vandalized, prompt¬ 
ing Supervisor Leslie Katz to look 
into installing more security cam¬ 
eras on the third floor, where there 
are several other art exhibits. 

The latest defacement oc¬ 
curred sometime in the early af¬ 
ternoon on Wednesday, October 
30, apparently just before John¬ 
stone arrived at City Hall to post 
copies of a statement he wrote 
about the first defacing near his 
photographs. This time, the per¬ 
son or persons apparently 
dragged an object, possibly a 
ruler, over all of the photographs, 
leaving one-inch marks. 

In the first defacing incident, 
believed to have occurred the 
evening of October 17, someone 
used a pointed object, probably a 
pen, to make puncture-type holes 
in eight of the pictures. The van¬ 
dal also X’ed out the faces and 
necks of the photographs. 

“I’m going to leave the work 
up, I’m not taking them down,” a 
defiant Johnstone told the B.A.R.

“I’m really surprised someone 
would do more damage after all 
the attention. My guess is that it’s 
the same person.” 

Johnstone’s series of pho¬ 
tographs, entitled “Mrs. Vera’s 
Daybook,” show his partner, 
David Faulk, dressed in drag. He 
said the pictures are meant to be 
humorous. 

Katz, who filed a police report 
following the first incident, has 
contacted the police regarding the 
second incident. Additionally, 
Gity Hall security personnel are 
investigating the vandalism. 

Johnstone said he created the 
images after being clinically close 
to death. 

“I see the defacing as symbolic 
of what happens to people when 
they’re different,” he said. “But 
they , vandals can’t kill the love 
that went into these.” 

Jim-Fisher, executive director 
of Visual AID/Artists for AIDS 
Relief, condemned the vandalism. 

From devastating 
to horrific 

“It's absolutely devastating 
when something is damaged the 
first time. The second time, it s 
completely horrific,” Fisher told 
the B.A.R 

He said that Visual AID will do 
whatever it can to help Johnstone 
The organization provides mate¬ 


rials to artists with AIDS and 
helps them continue their artistic 
activities. 

Fisher said Johnstone’s deter¬ 
mination to keep the art on dis¬ 
play sends an important message. 

Katz, who arranged for the 
“There's Art in City Hall” exhibit 
of works by Visual AID artists, 
was also very upset about the sec¬ 
ond vandalism incident. 

“My heart goes out to the 
artist. It’s clearly the work of 
someone who is very verv sick,” 
Katz told the B.A.R 

Dean Goodwin. Mayor Willie 
Brown's liaison to the gay com¬ 
munity, told the B.A.R. that secu¬ 
rity might have to be looked at on 
the third floor, and future art ex¬ 
hibits might need to be more pro¬ 
tected. Currently, people exiting 
elevators on the third floor go 
through a metal detector and have 
their purses and bags checked 
-Guards also walk around the floor 
throughout the day 

“The mayor did send Mr 
Johnstone a letter after the first in¬ 
cident, expressing his concern,’ 
Goodwin said. 

There are several other art ex 
hibits on the third floor, none of 
which have been defaced. 

The Visual AID exhibit has 
been on display since September 
16 and continues through De¬ 
cember i. ▼

11 and 18th for taping at the 
Palace of Fine Arts. Currently, 
promotions for the appearances 
are being carried on KFRC-FM in 
San Francisco. 

Sajak, along with religious 
right-winger Howard Ahmanson, 
is a board member of the ultra¬ 
conservative Claremont Institute, 
which, many will recall, brought 
us the famous “gerbil” view of ho¬ 
mosexuality. At one time the 
Claremont Institute was viewed as 
a moderately conservative group, 
but in recent times - with the ad¬ 
vent of board members like Ah¬ 
manson and Larry Am, who are 
members of the shadowy Council 
for National Policy - it has made a 
screeching right turn to ultra¬ 
conservatism. 

Now Claremont aligns itself 
with Focus on the Family’s front 
in California’s capital, the Capitol 
Resource Institute, and in addi¬ 
tion to its position papers, puts on 
conferences and seminars to train 
conservative school board mem¬ 
bers. 

What’s more, the Claremont 
think-tank, presumably with the 
approval of its board members, 
has sent its president throughout 
the state stumping for Proposi¬ 
tion 209, the so-called “California 
Civil Rights Initiative.” The orga¬ 
nization had published pro-Prop. 


209 pieces with titles like The Cost 
of Race and Gender Preferences in 
California Government Contract¬ 
ing. That piece is a handy adjunct 
to its Homosexuality, Public 
Health and Civil Rights , which 
states the gay rights movement’s 
rhetorical ploy is to liken itself to 
the civil rights movement of the 
1950s and 60s - and then goes on 
to bash “special rights,” using vir¬ 
tually the same rhetoric to put 
down gay rights as it uses to de¬ 
mean women’s and minority 
rights in their pro-CCRI piece. 

Of course, they also pull out 
the old chestnut about God creat¬ 
ing Adam and Eve - not Adam 
and Steve - and then quote an un¬ 
named “veteran of the civil rights 
movement” who allegedly said, 
“The road to Selma was not the 
road to Sodom.” 

Still another treatise, called On 
The Front Line of the Culture War: 
Recent Attacks on the Boy Scouts of 
America, drags gays and atheists 
through the right-wing religious 
wringer along with Lani Guinier, 
the ACLU, and liberals - then 
dredges up pedophilia, perver¬ 
sion, morality, and the flag just in 
case a few hot buttons were 
missed. 

Sajak, as a member of Clare¬ 
mont’s board, has a fiduciary re¬ 
sponsibility to be aware of the ac¬ 
tivities of the organization for 
which he sets policy. It is also his 
duty to go on record if he disap¬ 
proves of any activity or activities 
of that organization; there has 
been no indication that is the 
case.

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Capitol gains and losses 


A fter two years of interparty fighting, 
stalled progress, and gridlock, Amer¬ 
ican voters trickled to the polls Tues¬ 
day and voted for more of the same. All that 
time and money spent, and we still have De¬ 
mocrat Bill Clinton as president, and a Re¬ 
publican House and Senate to keep fighting 
him tooth-and-nail. 

It’s hard to imagine what made people 
vote to maintain such a government - one 
that is intermittently unable to support it¬ 
self and its own offices, but is able to cough 
up millions for prosecuting Whitewater - 
but that’s how it went. It’s a shame all those 
millions of dollars can’t be retrieved and put 
into something useful, like AIDS funding or 
paying off the national debt.

We have to shudder when we imagine the 
heartless and splenetic Dole in the Oval Of¬ 
fice with the hideous handmaidens of Newt 
Gingrich and Trent Lott lurking at his elbow 
to do his bidding - or, more likely, to de¬ 
mand he do theirs. 

It was particularly instructive to listen to 
some of the early returns on “Christian 
radio” (that being a radio that has accepted 
Jesus as its savior, presumably). The com¬ 
mentators were rabidly partisan, in a way 
generally not seen in broadcast media, oc¬ 
casionally sharing a rude snigger at the no¬ 
tion of “good Christian Democrats,” and 
trying to cajole the last few minions out to 
the polls. They offered a hearty “good for 
you” to any listener who called in to say they 
had voted “straight Republican,” and prayed 
(silently; theoretically; in a way that is not 
good enough for schoolkids in their vision 
of America) for the success of Jesse Helms. 
Yup, it was infuriating, but it was instruc¬ 
tive. 

That conservative radio community - if 
that’s what one would call it - was united in 
its support of things to the right. Progres¬ 
sives, on the other hand, weren’t. There is a 
failure to communicate the liberal ideals, 


even among the few remaining members of 
that once-noble group, that is proving dis¬ 
astrous. (Yes: liberal. We said it right out 
loud in public. We know it’s a dirtier word 
than motherfucker in Washington these 
days, but no matter what those radio com¬ 
mentators say, Jesus was a liberal Of 
course, it also goes without saying 
that He couldn’t get elected.) 

Listening to those “religious” 
commentators convinced us that 
Democrats cannot make a career 
of simply bitching about Republi¬ 
cans. The party has to work harder to 
connect its factions, so that more peo¬ 
ple know - really know - why 
it’s important to vote to save 
education, or endangered 
species, or affirmative action, 
or gay and lesbian civil rights, 
even when those fights may not be their 
fights. Party leaders also have to come up 
with real answers to problems - from polit¬ 
ical donations to the Balkanization of this 
country - instead of relying on well-spun 
platitudes and evasive maneuvers to the 
right. 

We suspect if mqre go back to being De¬ 


mocrats, they might do better than simply 
disguising themselves as bobtail Republi¬ 
cans. 

Finally, we have to acknowledge there is 
some good news out there. Congratulations 
to newly elected openly lesbian judge Kay 
Tsenin; to sue excellent Supervisors; to the 
Tassajara Valley’s new Congresswoman, 
Ellen Tauscher, for squeaking by the 
detestable Bill Baker and for showing 
everyone the importance of each 
vote; and to many other fine gay and 
gay-friendly candidates who succeed¬ 
ed this Election Day. 

And congratulations to everyone 
1 who voted. Without your 
input there would be no out¬ 
come, and you should be 
proud if you were in the half 
of all Americans who bothered 
to qiake it to your polling place. People may 
say they don’t care, but the streets were 
strangely deserted across the nation when 
the results were being tallied, and the Inter¬ 
net was burning up, so it’s obvious they do 
care. 

Democracy, even at is worst, is pretty 
damn wonderful. ▼

Breathless in Seattle 

I love your paper and enjoy reading the news of 
San Francisco, the homeland of all gay people. 

But I was really shaken and saddened by Wayne 
Friday’s attack against homeless people, especially 
homeless youth in. San Francisco. 

A gay paper is the last place I expected such a 
mindless, blind assault against vulnerable people, in¬ 
creasing the suffering of already miserable people. 
And the apparent malice against these “lazy-assed 
punks” whom Friday demonizes as gay-bashers who 
would “kick your faggot ass in a dark alley if they 
could get away with it” was breath-taking. 

Studies among homeless youth in Seat¬ 
tle found that nearly 40% self-identified 
as gay, lesbian, bisexual or transgender, 
kids who were homeless because of anti¬ 
gay violence and harassment at home. 

Hardly a wonder they would numb 
their feelings and thoughts with pot or 
booze, as I did when I was younger. 

I actually talked with several of the 
homeless on Castro Street when I last 
visited San Francisco - and they were nothing like 
Friday’s terrible descriptions.

The Bay Area Reporter knowingly printed a false 
accusation against me when it published Beth Elliott’s 
lie that I was excluded from a non-discriminating 
Seattle Bisexual Women’s Network event for “disrup¬ 
tive behavior.”

More on the O’Hartigan case 

As a person who listened to Margaret O’Hartigan’s 
testimony before the Seattle Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion in May, I am appalled that Bay Area Reporter 
columnist Beth Elliott would publish an opinion un¬ 
substantiated by fact, that “the SBWN [Seattle Bisex¬ 
ual Women’s Network] does not discriminate against 
women with [a transsexual] background” and barred 
Ms. O’Hartigan from a camp-out due to her “disrup¬ 
tive behavior” (“Urban Subculture Decay,” Oct. 10). 

In her testimony before the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, Ms. O’Hartigan recounted attempting to at¬ 
tend a support group for bisexual women. At the time 
these incidents happened (July 1993 and January 
1994), the SBWN was not a“trans-inclusive women’s 
group” as Elliott states; SBWN policy barred trans¬ 
sexual women from these events. This policy was 
changed on January 30,1994, after O’Hartigan filed a 
complaint of discrimination against the SBWN. 

The record clearly states that Ms. O’Hartigan was 
barred from these activities because the mere fact that 
she was a transsexual was considered grounds for ex¬ 
clusion, not for any disruptive behavior. Evidence of 
disruptive behavior would have provided the SBWN 
with legal grounds to bar O’Hartigan from their ac¬ 
tivities. If such evidence existed, why didn’t the 
SBWN bring this out in their own defense? 

To Beth Elliott, Ms. O’Hartigan’s challenging the 
SBWN’s discriminatory policies was “setting up a 
confrontation between herself and a women’s group.” 
But shouldn’t discrimination be challenged no mat¬ 
ter where it originates? By Elliott’s standards, Rosa 
Parks must have been wrong for “setting up a con¬ 
frontation,” too, when she sat at the front of the bus. 

Elliott’s freewheeling twisting of the facts in the 
O’Hartigan case to, in her words, “get in a good whack 
at [O’Hartigan’s] expense” has seriously undermined 
my opinion of the fairness and accuracy of reporting 
in the B.A.R. If the facts in this case, which are a mat¬ 
ter of public record and undisputed by both parties, 
can be so easily ignored by the B.A.R., how can we 
possibly expect less-well documented cases to be fair¬ 
ly reported? 
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Who puts the ‘slate’ in ‘legislate?’ 

This is in response to the paid political advertise¬ 
ment that appeared on page 3 of your October 31 
issue. 1 have received slate cards from the Harvey Milk

check his facts, or get both sides of the story, prior to 
writing the article. 

The fact is that Saint Francis and St. Mary s do not 
discriminate against any employee, and we have a 
proven track record to support our claim. Our “no 
discrimination” policy specifically prohibits discrim¬ 
ination against sexual orientation. We publicize our 
policy both internally and externally to employees 
and applicants. 

Further, Saint Francis, a non-sectarian hospital, 
was one of the first employers in San Francisco to offer 
domestic partner benefits to our employees. The 
Board of Directors and senior management at St. 
Mary’s, a Catholic hospital, have approved this bene¬ 
fit to St. Mary's employees. 

St. Mary’s HIV Services program provides care to 
many in the community who cannot otherwise afford 
it, and our AIDS Dementia Unit was the first unit of 
its kind in the world dedicated to the care and treat¬ 
ment of AIDS-related dementia. Saint Francis’ HIV- 
Care program is a community-based research pro¬ 
gram providing clinical trials free of charge.

So “Fat Cat” Pat Christen thinks a face full of feces 
is violent?

Drugs that destroy 
j the immune system m order to transform the human 
body into, us GMHC’s Treatment Issues puts it, an “in¬ 
hospitable environment for HIV.” Drugs that kill if 
inadvertently taken with an allergy pill. 

'Fat Gat” Pat then claims ACT UP [/San Francis- 
! col’s actions constitute criminal activity. What’s truly 
criminal, however, is that mainstream AIDS groups 
in this city take drug company dollars and conspire 
with the pharmaceutical industry to exploit individ¬ 
uals who test HIV-positive. 

Not only does Christen s organization receive pay¬ 
offs from Glaxo and Abbott to advertise their prod¬ 
ucts in the pages of BETA. SFAF, in cooperation with 
1 other drug thugs like ACT UP/Golden Gate and Pro- 
lect Inform, uses its corporate-backed clout to force 
FDA approval of blood measurements like CD4 
counts and viral toad as gauges of drug efficacy and 
disease progression. The AIDS cartel’s mad rush to 
cement in place as 'standards of care” measurements 
that are easily manipulated by toxic drugs comes de¬ 
spite strong scientific misgivings by experts in the 
i field that these markers do not correlate with immune 
| system improvement iFleming TR, DeMets D. “Sur¬ 
rogate end points in clinical trials: are we being mis¬ 
led?”

Surrogate markers m HIV disease,” Journal of An¬ 
timicrobial Chemotherapy, i996, May). 

SFAF is, quite -.imply, engaged in fraud. The end 
result of such outright criminal behavior - scaring 
otherwise healthy people into taking profitable poi¬ 
sons - is unethical and downright murderous. 

Finally, “Fat Cat” Pat says pissed-off PWA behav¬ 
ior is “socially unacceptable.” Confronting a compla¬ 
cent AIDS industry that has betrayed its constituen¬ 
cy by assisting money-hungry pill pushers in approv¬ 
ing, testing and marketing their expensive, harmful 
, products is, in fact, a moral imperative. 

What is socially unacceptable is how SFAF urges 
HIV-positives io become guinea pigs and sacrifice 
I their bodies in ghoulish experiments to test danger¬ 
ous pharmaceutical products. 

Of course, since the first fraudulent AZT experi¬ 
ments, all subsequent AIDS drug trials have elimi¬ 
nated the use of a control arm where some HIV-pos- 
ltives are given a placebo. The standard cry to justify 
this violation ot scientific protocol is that it is “un¬ 
ethical” to withhold potentially life-saving treat¬ 
ments” from folks with an allegedly terminal HIV di¬ 
agnosis. AIDS drug data since AZT’s approval has, 
without a control arm, been built on an unreliable 
house of cards, i propose that to obtain crucial infor- 
j mation on AIDS drugs, all future clinical trials in¬ 
clude a “comparison arm” of HIV-negative individu¬ 
als dosed with the same chemotherapies as their HIV- 
mfected counterparts. That way we can document the 
j unknown long-term effects of these miraculous 
agents on “normal” immune systems. If, as BETA 
! claims, these “antivirals” are HIV-specific and result 
j in “a relative lack of serious toxicides,” test subjects 
without HIV should have absolutely no concerns. 

Perhaps “Fat Cat” Pat would like to make history 
as the first HIV-negative AIDS Exec to test the safety 
and efficacy of quadruple combination therapy. If 
AIDS drugs are as olessedly beneficial as her precious 
BETA purports, -.he should put her money where her 
mouthpiece is and volunteer to take them herself.

Mr. Wilson goes to Washington: Is Pete pondering a '98 senatorial run?

I H i ith the presidential elec- 
J; tion now history, the next 
really important 

statewide election will be in 1998, 
when California elects a new gov¬ 
ernor. Incumbent Republican 
Pete Wilson, barred from seek¬ 
ing another term, will be forced 
into political retirement after hav¬ 
ing served in the state Assembly, 
as mayor of San Diego, in the U.S. 
Senate and two terms as governor 
of the nation’s most populous 
state. What now for Mr. Wilson? 

The GOP governor is called 
the “comeback kid” by some in his 
party (although he’s 63); howev¬ 
er, most observers believe that 
1998 will see the end of Pete Wil¬ 
son’s political career. (And not too 
quickly for some of us, I might 
add.) Interestingly, word 
out of Sacramento is that 
the governor might be 
looking at another run 
for the U.S. Senate in 
1998, a race that would 
pit him against Sena¬ 
tor Barbara Boxer. 

But I wouldn’t 
bet on it. Al¬ 
ways at odds 
with various 
factions of his 
own party (the right wing thinks 
he’s too moderate; the moderates 
think he’s too right-wing), Wilson 
appears really to have no place left 
to go. 

Even if the Republicans had re¬ 
taken the White House, it is un¬ 
likely that Pete Wilson would have 
been offered a job in a Dole ad¬ 
ministration. It was quite clear as 
far back as the August GOP Con¬ 
vention that while Wilson was of¬ 
ficially Dole’s California cam¬ 
paign manager, it was really At¬ 
torney General Dan Lungren 
who was running the show, el¬ 
bowing Wilson to the sidelines. 

That episode may have soured 
the relationship between Pete and 
Dan, but unlike his putative boss, 
Lungren seemingly still has a 
bright future ahead of him, in¬ 
cluding a likely run for the gover¬ 
norship just as Wilson is depart¬ 
ing the Sacramento scene. It’s very 
probably swan song time for Pete 
Wilson, who after an ill-advised 
run for the White House was de¬ 
nied - much like Bob Dole - the 
job he wanted most: president of 
the United States. 

Politics and people 

Guess who has become one of 
the most popular Republicans in 
Congress! Rep. Sonny Bono of 
Palm Springs was among the 
most requested Republican cam¬ 
paigners this election year, spend¬ 
ing more time working for GOP 
candidates than he did campaign¬ 
ing for himself (Bono easily won 
re-election). Could Cher’s former 
partner and Chastity’s pop be 
considering higher office? South¬ 
ern California Republicans think 
so. And the beat goes on... 

No, Elizabeth Michael, the 
transsexual who says she was 
“born a hermaphrodite,” did not 
win her House seat Tuesday. She 
was the Libertarian Party nomi¬ 
nee in a staunch conservative dis¬ 
trict in the foothills of the San 
Gabriel Mountains north of LA. 

An anti-gay group, calling itself 
“Americans for Truth,” claims it’s 
“dedicated to exposing and coun¬ 
tering the powerful homosexual 
movement in America.” The group 
ran huge ads in several dailies (in¬ 
cluding USA Today) the last days 
of the campaign, attacking Presi¬ 


dent Clinton and his “pro-homo- 
sexual position,” pointing out that 
Clinton, among other 
things, had “appointed 
the first homosexual as 
a federal judge” (Deb¬ 
orah Batts, as a fed¬ 
eral district judge in 
NYC). 

The Dole campaign, 
not to be out¬ 
done, ran last- 
minute radio 
ads attacking 
Clinton for 
supporting “ninth-month abor¬ 
tions, gays in the military, and 
condoms for school kids.” 

Old reliable: Not that you ever 
had any doubts about his being 
lower than a slug’s belly (and 
twice as slimy), but it’s worth not¬ 
ing that, just like six years ago, 
N.C. Senator Jesse Helms 
mounted a vicious last-minute 
campaign against Harvey Gantt, 
linking Gantt to a variety of “ho- 
mosekshul” causes. 

A study in contrasts: Retiring 
Rep. Pat Schroeder (D-Colo.), 
one of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity’s best friends in the 
House, is likely to become presi¬ 
dent of Haverford College in 
Philadelphia in January. 

Insiders are telling me that 
Rep. Tom Lantos (D-San Mateo), 
who easily won re-election Tues¬ 
day, will likely retire after serving 
nine terms in the House at the 
end of his next term. Those wait¬ 
ing in line to run for his seat are 
said to include Assemblywoman 
Jackie Speier, attorney Andrew 
Clark (a candidate for supe Tues¬ 
day), and even Quentin Kopp. 

In Tucson, Arizona, two oppo¬ 
nents of Rep. Jim Kolbe, who an¬ 
nounced in July that he is gay after 
being outed by activists, have ad¬ 
mitted posting signs in his district 
saying that the Republican law¬ 
maker has the HIV virus. The 
charming pair, one who lost in a 
GOP primary to Kolbe and the 
other a Reform Party nominee, 
put up hundreds of signs that 
read “Kolbe: I have AIDS!” 

You had to have been there, 
but I’m told Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein, who introduced the Pres¬ 
ident at a rally last week in Oak¬ 
land, reportedly gave Lt. Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis the cold shoulder 
when they shared the stage at the 
event. Onlookers said the chill in 
the air was like a gust from 
Siberia. The silver-haired Davis 
just better hope DiFi doesn’t de¬ 
cide to run for governor in ’98, 
because if she does, it’s curtains 
for his gubernatorial hopes. 

And what’s a column without 
an Elizabeth Taylor item? Well, 
the legendary Liz will present 
rocker Elton John with the Rand 
Schrader Distinguished Achieve¬ 
ment Award at the 25th Annual 


LA Gay and Lesbian Ball Nov. 23 
at the Century Plaza Hotel. A slew 
of San Francisco gays and lesbians 
will be in attendance. 

The California State Bar Asso¬ 
ciation announced that it is urg¬ 
ing California law firms to offer 
health benefits to same-sex cou¬ 
ples and take other steps against 
discrimination based on sexual 
orientation. 

San Jose Mercury News writer 
Tia O'Brien did a terrific feature 
story on Willie Brown in Sun-, 
day’s West magazine. Like him or 
loathe him, Willie has become a 
national political celebrity in a 
very short time - and he knows 
how to dress, too! 

I couldn’t believe my eyes 
when I glanced at the “Yes on 215” 
(Medical Marijuana Initiative) 
donor list! Among those con¬ 
tributing: former Reagan Secre¬ 
tary of State George Shultz (a 
grand), economist Milton Fried¬ 
man and former Senator Alan 
Cranston. 

Speaking of Ray-gun, there re¬ 
portedly wasn’t a dry eye in the 
house last week at NYC’s Waldorf- 
Astoria when Nancy Reagan, ap¬ 
pearing at the annual Alzheimer’s 
dinner named in honor of late ac¬ 
tress (and fellow sufferer) Rita 
Hayworth, quietly told the crowd 
how painful it is watching her hus¬ 
band, the former president, now 
85, “slowly slip away,” a victim of 
the dreaded degenerative disease.

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Supes condemn Gender 
Identity Disorder 
diagnosis for youth

resolution condemning the 
use of gender identity dis- 
* order (GID) as a diagnosis 
against children and youth was 
unanimously adopted by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
Monday, November 4. The mea¬ 
sure calls on the American Psy¬ 
chiatric Association and the 
American Psychological Associ¬ 
ation to take immediate steps to 
stop coercive and inappropriate 
treatments of gender atypical 
children and youth based on 
GID. 

The resolution also calls on 
all mental and healthcare profes¬ 
sionals to investigate and speak 
out against coercive and inap¬ 
propriate treatments of children 
and youth based on GID or 
under the guise of any other di¬ 
agnosis. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
who introduced the resolution 
on October 28, noted that the 
psychiatric disorder of GID was 
established in 1980. The Ameri¬ 
can Psychiatric Association con¬ 
tinues to recognize GID of child¬ 
hood and adolescence as a disor¬ 
der in the current “Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual of Mental 
Disorders” (DSM-IV 1994). Am- 
miano’s resolution states that the 
diagnosis of GID in children and 
youth was established to identify 
so-called “pre-homosexual” and 
“pre-transsexual” children for 
the purpose of preventing them 
from growing up to be gay or 
transsexual. 

“GID of childhood and ado¬ 


lescence is currently used to sub¬ 
ject children and youth to coer¬ 
cive treatments and therapies, 
including forced institutional¬ 
ization, for the purpose of pre¬ 
venting adult homosexuality and 
transsexualism,” Ammiano’s res¬ 
olution states. 

Additionally, the resolution 
states that GID is used to “stig¬ 
matize and scapegoat children 
and youth who have been ha¬ 
rassed or abused because of their 
gender non-conformity and/or 
perceived sexual orientation to 
gender identity.” 

Divided opinions 

At Monday’s board meeting, 
Phyllis Burke, author of the re¬ 
cent book Gender Shock, urged 
the board to adopt the resolu¬ 
tion. Other speakers, one of 
whom identified as being trans¬ 
sexual, also urged the board to 
vote in favor of the resolution. 

However, in an interview 
from Portland, Oregon, post-op¬ 
erative male-to-female transsex¬ 
ual Margaret Deidre O’Hartigan 
said she was appalled to hear of 
the board’s decision and empha¬ 
sized the need for gender identi¬ 
ty disorder so that transsexual 
youth can receive appropriate 
treatment such as hormones. 

“I’m incredibly angry. Re¬ 
moving the sole means by which 
trans youth have to obtain hor¬ 
mone treatment is appalling 
abuse,” O’Hartigan told the 
B.A.R. “In the name of prevent¬ 
ing psychiatric abuse of chil¬ 
dren, we are abandoning trans 
youth to no help and neglect. It’s 
trading one form of abuse for 


another.” 

O’Hartigan is acting director 
of the Filisa Vistima Foundation 
in Oregon. The foundation 
works to obtain legal and med¬ 
ical assistance for transsexuals in 
need. It’s named after a 22-year- 
old transsexual who committed 
suicide in Seattle after being un¬ 
able to obtain treatment. 

At the board’s October 28 
meeting when the resolution was 
introduced, Ammiano said GID 
is used to manipulate children 
and youth into changing their 
sexual orientation. The resolu¬ 
tion calls on all federal, state, and 
local legislators and other deci¬ 
sionmakers to ban government 
or public funding “for coercive, 
manipulative tieatment of chil¬ 
dren and youth based ort GID 
diagnosis, when such treatment 
is designed to arbitrarily or 
forcefully modify a young per¬ 
son’s sexual orientation or gen¬ 
der identity.” 

The board’s resolution ac¬ 
knowledges that some treatment 
programs for adults require the 
diagnosis of GID, but opposes 
treatment designed to manipu¬ 
late a young person’s sexual or 
gender identity. 

O’Hartigan, who said she’s 
opposed to any attempt to 
change sexual orientation or 
gender identity in children, dis¬ 
agreed. Instead, she advocates 
going after abusive medical peo¬ 
ple through malpractice law¬ 
suits. 

She added that she’s used the 
GID diagnosis for decades to get 
increased civil rights and fund¬ 
ing for transsexual healthcare. ▼

Malicious Millennium

®jP he much-hyped October 25 
series premiere of Chris 
1 Carter’s Millennium was a 
shocker in more ways than one: 
the season opener relied on out¬ 
dated stereotypes about gay men 
by presenting a violent gay serial 
killer. The premise of the show re¬ 
volves around the main character, 
Frank Black (Lance Henriksen), as 
an ex-FBI agent who can “see 
what the killer sees” when track¬ 
ing a serial murderer. The ser¬ 
ial killer in the premiere 
turns out, according to 
Black, to be a gay man 
who, being “conflicted 
about his sexuality,” 
hates women and thus 
murders a stripper and 
then kills a gay man in 
a public cruising area 
in Seattle because he is 
so ashamed of his own homosex¬ 
uality. 

To add insult to injury, the 
show ties the murders into allu¬ 
sions about “the great plague” (the 
AIDS pandemic), burying people 
alive in boxes so that he can test 
their blood for HIV and presum¬ 
ably kill them if they are positive. 

That this overt homophobia 
went without so much as a whis¬ 
per in the glowing reviews of crit¬ 
ics is disheartening. But what is 
truly scary is that we assumed we 
could expect far better from Chris 
Carter, who also created the pro¬ 
gressive X-Files, whereas Millenni¬ 
um was just mean-spirited and 
homophobic. 

Tell Fox and Chris Carter that 
this kind of vicious stereotyping 
and demonizing contributes to 
discrimination and violence 
against gay men, lesbians, bisexu¬ 
als, and transgender people. We 
hope that Millennium's future fea¬ 
tures more sensitive and realistic 
portrayals of our community.

‘USA Today’ prints ad 
from hate group 

On page 4D of the October 31 
USA Today, a large advertisement 
by the anti-gay hate group “Amer¬ 
icans for Truth About Homosexu¬ 
ality” is headlined, “In 1992, the 
Homosexual Lobby gave Bill Clin¬ 
ton $3.5 million. Here’s what they 
got for their money.” The anti-gay 
ad then catalogues many of Pres¬ 
ident Clinton’s lesbian and gay 
civil rights and AIDS advocacy ac¬ 
complishments. The advertise¬ 
ment then states the hate-group’s 
position on lesbians and gay men: 
“We believe, like most Americans, 
that homosexuality is WRONG 
and should NOT be encouraged 
...by governments, schools, or 
popular culture .. .or by the Pres¬ 
ident of the United States. Amer¬ 
icans for Truth is dedicated to ex¬ 
posing and countering the power¬ 
ful homosexual movement in 
America.” 

Clearly, the question of 
whether newspapers or magazines 
should accept or reject advertise¬ 
ments based on political content 
is a complicated one. However, 
USA Today not only accepted an 
ad with an unpopular political 
message, it accepted it from a 
group devoted to spreading a 
message of hate, thus awarding 
their bigotry implicit credence. 
USA Today, like any newspaper 
devoted to high journalistic stan¬ 
dards, should not accept advertis¬ 
ing from hate groups of any 
stripe. The Americans for Truth 
organization was founded by the 
same bigoted people that publish 
the virulantly anti-gay Lambda 
Report on Homosexuality, which 
uses malicious lies and heinous 
stereotypes about lesbians, gay 
men, bisexuals, and transgender 


people to forward their hateful 
agenda. One must wonder if USA 
Today would have accepted a sim¬ 
ilar ad from an anti-Semitic or 
racist hate group.

Diverse teachers learn a 
lesson in unity 

A well-rounded October 27 
San Francisco Examiner article 
told the refreshing tale of three 
Modesto, California educators 
who, despite bitter ideological dif¬ 
ferences, put their words aside 
and attended the “United In Di¬ 
versity” conference sponsored by 
BANGLE (Bay Area Network of 
Gay and Lesbian Teachers) and 
GLSTN (Gay, Lesbian and 
Straight Teachers Network). 
Writer Jane Ganahl explores the 
controversy that developed when 
retired American government 
teacher and current Modesto 
school board member Bob Jack- 
son lobbied to allow Modesto ed¬ 
ucators to attend the conference. 
Opponents argued that the con¬ 
ference would “promote homo¬ 
sexual activism.” In the end, 31 
educators from Modesto attend¬ 
ed, including last-minute regis¬ 
trants board member Jon Hollis 
and wrestling coach Tony Ippoli- 
to, who were initially anti-atten¬ 
dance. “The issue is going to con¬ 
tinue to come up, and we need to 
decide how to deal with it,” said 
Hollis, who has two teenagers. Ip- 
polito said his opposition came 
from his religious beliefs, but he 
decided to attend because he “did¬ 
n’t want to speak out of igno¬ 
rance,” and because “I care about 
the kids, and I don’t want them to 
be misguided.” Despite the mix of 
opinions and feelings, all three ed¬ 
ucators ate lunch together, even 
laughing and chatting. Said Jack- 
son, “It will be interesting to hear 
what we take back to Modesto.”

all in stature, gracious in 
manner, the sixty-some¬ 
thing psychiatrist strolls 
among Boston’s medical Brah¬ 
mins at a private showing of the 
art of Winslow Homer. The paint¬ 
ings bring to life another age’s 
ideal of masculinity - outdoorsy, 
extrovert, straightforward. 
Richard Pillard, M.D. personifies 
our own: urban, complex, search¬ 
ing, but still fulfilled by action and 
achievement. 

I’m pleased to be spending an 
evening with the Boston Univer¬ 
sity professor, whom I have met 
only briefly before. Although he is 
not especially well-known to gays 
and lesbians outside of the Boston 
area, Pillard has been making im¬ 
portant contributions to our 
community since the early 1970s. 

In 1971 he co-founded 
Boston’s Homophile Community 


gay men, Pillard doesn’t recall 
lusting after male movie stars 
from the age of four. In fact, he 
was in a happy and sexually ful¬ 
filling heterosexual marriage until 
he was 33. During this time he fa¬ 
thered three daughters. Even after 
he separated, he had 
several other girl¬ 
friends. But one night in 
1967, driving home in his 
Porsche, he picked up a male 
music student— and that was 
all she wrote. Pillard is now in a 
happy, six-year rela¬ 
tionship with a much 
younger man. 

Although a late 
bloomer in gay terms, 

Pillard seems to have 
been well-endowed with gay 
genes. His father was probably 
gay, judging from diaries that Pil¬ 
lard read after his death. So too 
are his brother and sister. One of 
his daughters is bisexual (she is 
now married to a man and ex-

Health Service, one of the first 
gay-run counseling services in the 
U.S. In the following year he came 
out in the press— the first un¬ 
equivocal coming-out by an 
American psychiatrist. Later in 
1972, Pillard drafted a resolution 
for the Northern New England 
District Branch of the American 
Psychiatric Association (APA), ar¬ 
guing for the deletion of homo¬ 
sexuality from the APA’s Diagnos¬ 
tic and Statistical Manual of Men¬ 
tal Disorders. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Eventually, spurred on by a 
number of gay-friendly psychia¬ 
trists and a platoon of feisty gay 
activists, the resolution became 
the basis of the APA’s famous 1973 
vote - the vote that liberated 
queer Americans from the tyran¬ 
ny of psychiatric diagnosis. 

Over a Chinese dinner after 
the show, Pillard tells me and a 
couple of gay Boston University 
medical students a little about his 
personal life. Unlike some of us 


pecting a baby). It’s perhaps not 
surprising, then, that Pillard 
should have embarked on a 
lengthy study of a possible genet¬ 
ic influence on sexual orientation. 
During the 1980s he (with the 
collaboration of lames Weinrich 
and others) established that both 
male and female homosexuality 
clusters in certain families: if one 
person in a sibship is gay, the 
chances of finding others is in¬ 
creased by fivefold or more. 

Pillard knew that this kind of 
clustering doesn’t by itself distin¬ 
guish between nature and nur¬ 
ture. He therefore embarked 
(with Michael Bailey and others) 
on a study of twins. The results 
were striking: about half of the 
monozygotic (genetically identi¬ 
cal) co-twins of gay men and 
women are themselves gay, where¬ 
as only about a quarter or less of 
the non-identical co-twins are 
gay. These findings suggest that 
the family clustering of homosex¬ 
uality is caused, at least in sub-

stantial part, by genes predispos¬ 
ing to homosexuality, rather than 
by the common environment that 
siblings experience. Equally, how¬ 
ever. the twin findings indicate

Pillard is now engaged on a 
collaborative attempt to repli¬ 
cate and perhaps extend the 
1993 study by Dean 
Hamer’s group at the 
National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute, who reported 
that a particular re¬ 
gion near one end of 
the X chromosome carries a gene 
influencing sexual orientation. 

Since Pillard was so involved in 
the deletion of homosexuality 
from the DSM, 1 asked him 
whether he thought “gender iden¬ 
tity disorder of childhood,” the 
medical moniker for gender- 
bendingly queer kids, should also 
be deleted. “I think it’s a cultural 
diagnosis,” he said. “If these same 
kids grew up in a culture that had 
a place for them, they would not 
be in conflict or distress, and no 
diagnosis would be relevant. That 
said, these children are still suffer¬ 
ing and can benefit from sensitive 
treatment. And having a diagno¬ 
sis,” he added with a smile, “allows 
the psychiatrist to get paid.” 

Back in L.A., I e-mailed Pillard 
with some follow-up questions. 
He summarized his answers with 
the following: “I’m triply lucky: 
being gay, being a father, and 
being a member of this noble pro¬ 
fession.” T

Gay Sierrans open noms 
for Bob Walker 
Conservation Award

|| I ominations are being ac¬ 
cepted for the second an¬ 
il nual Bob Walker Conser¬ 
vation Award, sponsored by the 
Gay and Lesbian Sierrans/San 
Francisco Bay Area Chapter and 
the Sierra Club Foundation. The 
$1,000 award will recognize an in¬ 
dividual for outstanding accom¬ 
plishment in open space and con¬ 
servation issues in the nine-coun¬ 
ty Bay Area region. 

Applications are being accept¬ 
ed through Friday, November 15, 
said Randy Wittorp and Andrea 
Mackenzie, selection committee 
co-chairs. Nominees need not be 
gay or lesbian to apply, they 
added, and people are encouraged 
to nominate themselves. 

The award is named in honor 
of the late Bob Walker, an envi¬ 
ronmentalist and photographer. 
He helped establish the Gay and 
Lesbian Sierrans (GLS) in 1986 as 
an official activity section within 
the Bay Area chapter of the Sierra 
Club. Today, there are six GLS sec¬ 
tions nationwide. 

The 1997 award will be pre¬ 
sented at a special reception at the 
Oakland Museum on January 11. 

Nominees should demonstrate 
their vision for and commitment 
to protecting open space and nat¬ 
ural resources in the spirit of 
Walker, who was a leading open 
space advocate in the Bay Area be¬ 


fore he died of AIDS in 1992 at 
the age of 40. 

Walker combined his creative 
photography, citizen advocacy, 
and consensus-building skills to 
involve the public in expanding 
the East Bay’s parkland and open 
space system. He also served as 
chair of the executive committee 
of the San Francisco Bay Area 
Chapter of the Sierra Club, one of 
the largest chapters in the United 
States. 

Nominees can be considered 
for either paid or volunteer expe¬ 
rience. Eligible projects include 
open space preservation, environ¬ 
mental restoration, and environ¬ 
mental education. Creative use of 
educational, artistic, or communi¬ 
cation media are an added plus, ac¬ 
cording to the nomination form. 

Several questions will be con¬ 
sidered in evaluating applicants, 
including how the nominee has 
taken a leadership role in the 
community to educate or increase 
public awareness or involvement 
in conservation. Other questions 
address consensus-building, in¬ 
terpersonal skills, and the nomi¬ 
nee’s sense of vision in conserva¬ 
tion work. The application also 
asks what goals the nominee plans 
to pursue to continue protecting 
natural resources and how those 
goals will be accomplished. 

The 1996 award was shared by 
Vicki Moore, Greenbelt Alliance, 
and the Citizens for the Perma¬ 
nent Repair of Highway One. ▼

Malaysian Gay/Lesbian 
Club flowers in SF

U * ua tahun! 

In Malay, that means 
“two years,” and it’s an an¬ 
niversary coming up for the 
Malaysian Gay & Lesbian Club in 
San Francisco. 

As the club nears its second 
birthday, its founder looks back 
on the club’s significant accom¬ 
plishments and looks forward to 
continued growth and new plans 
in 1997. 

Thomas Teh, founder and 
president of the MGLC, told the 
B.A.R. that the club started in Jan¬ 
uary 1995 when he simply wanted 
to find some other gay & lesbian 
Malaysians in the Bay Area. 

“I’d been here for ten years, 
and I didn’t know any gay 
Malaysians,” he said. 

Teh placed ads in Bay Area gay 
and lesbian newspapers and 
began receiving a few calls from 
interested members. 

After meeting individually 
with those who called, Teh 
brought the group-together to 
form the club. 

MGLC started out with only 
about six members, but Teh said

the club now has about 40 mem¬ 
bers and a mailing list of about 90 
individuals and organizations that 
work with the club. 

The MGLC is different from 
other Asian gay & lesbian clubs, 
Teh said, to serve a unique cultur¬ 
al need for its members. 

“We try not to be so much of a 
social group as other groups,” he 
said. “We try to be more of a sup¬ 
port group for our members.” 

Teh said the Malay culture is 
very strict due to a strong Muslim 
influence, so Malaysian gays and 
lesbians often have difficulty deal¬ 
ing with their homosexuality. 
There is no freedom of speech, 
and gay culture is almost unheard 
of in Malaysia, and many gays and 
lesbians there remain closeted. 

So even in the Bay Area, gays 
and lesbians from Malaysia can be 
hesitant to deal with their sexuality. 

“The new members I hear 
from are very closeted, and this 
group helps them come out,” he 
said. 

If new members are uneasy 
about coming out, Teh said they 
might meet with an individual or 
a small group from the club be¬ 
fore attending a full club event. 

The group plans potluck din¬ 
ners every other month and other 
events such as speakers, parties 
and group outings. Teh said the 
group tries to come up with new 
and exciting events for members, 
but the potlucks remain the most 
popular. 

“Some of our events don’t get 


many people, but everyone comes 
to our potlucks,” Teh chuckled. “I 
think it’s because Malaysians are 
really into food.” 

Last weekend, the club held a 
garage sale that raised about $100, 
and is considering holding anoth¬ 
er soon. 

The group marched in the San 
Francisco Gay Pride Parade for 
the first time this June and met 
enthusiastic response. This was 
quite an accomplishment; it was 
the first known Malaysian gay 
group ever to march in a gay pride 
parade. As group members might 
exult, “Ya-lah!” (“Yeah!”) 

The club also recently 
launched a homepage on the 
World Wide Web, which has gen¬ 
erated a large amount of traffic 
and brought in new club mem¬ 
bers. 

The next activity for the 
MGLC is a December potluck 
dinner. Teh said the group was 
also planning to begin a struc¬ 
tured HIV support program in 
the coming months, and possibly 
form a separate chapter in the 
South Bay for members in and 
arouncFSan Jose. ▼

Leather bucks: 

$95K goes to charity

111 record $95,000 raised at this 
year’s Dore Alley and Fol¬ 
som Street Fairs will be dis¬ 
tributed to 20 local charities dur¬ 
ing a Sunday afternoon, Novem¬ 
ber 10 beer bust at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Eagle. 

The funds represent a $35,000 
increase in gate donations, addi¬ 
tional vendors, and an increase in 
beverage sales, according to 
Chuck Roth, a certified public ac¬ 
countant who is the treasurer of 
South Of Market Merchants and 
Individual Lifestyle Events, the 
all-volunteer group that produced 
the two events. 

The increase in donations 
comes because the group knew 
what its budget was, stuck to it, 
and carefully planned how to in¬ 
crease beverage sales and draw 
'more people to the event, Roth 
said. 

Major recipients of the annual 
fundraiser include Shanti Project, 


which gets $20,000, and AIDS 
Benefits Counselors, which will 
get $15,000, AIDS/HIV Nightline 
and Episcopal Community Ser¬ 
vices are to receive $10,000, and 
Metropolitan Community 
Church will receive $7,000. 

Episcopal Community Ser¬ 
vices provides emergency housing 
to scores of men and women in a 
homeless shelter located on the 
former site of Club Baths, a bath¬ 
house where the now-dead gay 
priest who founded ECS contract¬ 
ed AIDS. 

“It’s also a South of Market 
charity,” said Roth. “They were 
overjoyed.” 

In addition to the major cash 
grants, stipends were given to 
other non-profit community 
groups, including the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence, which re¬ 
ceived $12,200; the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund, which received 
$5,000; and 13 additional com¬ 
munity groups, which will split 
the $15,580 in profit over expens¬ 
es.

Boys and ghouls together: 
Halloween ’96 is a success

H alloween celebrations in 
San Francisco last week 
drew an estimated 100,000 
revelers to the Civic Center, plus 
an additional 75,000 to the Cas¬ 
tro, without major incidents of 
violence or crowd control prob¬ 
lems, according to Lester Olm- 
stead-Rose, director of Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence. 

“There were 100,000 people 
minimum at Civic Center,” Olm- 
stead-Rose told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We’re generally pretty 
happy with how it went, and I 
think it was pretty successful for 
a first year trial run.” 

Revelers attending the Civic 
Center event paid a token en¬ 
trance fee to be admitted to the 
area in front of City Hall, and 
were treated to entertainment 
from Tia, Sharon McKnight, Dirk 
Shaffer, Bruce Villanch, Suzanne 
Westerhoeffer, and others. 

One large Civic Center apart¬ 
ment complex had initial com¬ 
plaints about the loudness of 
music from the stage, organizers 
acknowledged. Initially, residents 
of Fox Plaza apartments in the 
Civic Center complained they 
were being overwhelmed by the 
bass from speakers posted at the 
stage near the Main Library, but 
those objections were resolved by 
lowering the bass levels, Olm- 
stead-Rose said. 

t . Some Castro residents also 
had complaints over the San 


Francisco Police Department’s 
decision to post no parking signs 
on their streets. But, according to 
Halloween ’96 media consultant 
David Perry, the police were firm 
about keeping them up. 

“We tried to have some of the 
no parking signs removed, but we 
were overruled,” he said. 

Follow-up expected 

Although organizers had 
hoped for even fewer partygoers 
in the Castro, Olmstead-Rose said 
the agency is pleased with its first 
year efforts. CUAV will analyze all 
aspects of Halloween ’96 over the 
next few weeks, and will release fi¬ 
nancial profit and loss figures as 
soon as they are available, he said. 

“I’m not sure what the figures 
are yet. I think we pretty much 
broke even,” he said. 

' The National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention, Asian AIDS 
Project, and CUAV are designat¬ 
ed beneficiaries of profits from 
the event. 

Olmstead-Rose said while he 
(and other community leaders) 
want another Civic Center Hal¬ 
loween festival again next year, 
he’s not so sure about the extent 
of CUAV’s role in such an event. 

“We’re not really in the busi¬ 
ness of doing events,” he said. 
“Our job is crisis counseling and 
working with people who have 
been victims of violence.” T

What’s in store 
for Castro 
merchants?

<\ astro and Upper Market 
- merchants are readying for 
the holiday season - and, 
according to Merchants of Upper 
Market & Castro (MUMC) Pres¬ 
ident Barry Hermanson, contin¬ 
uing to make changes on Castro 
Street. 

The controversial new ready- 
to-eat international burrito out¬ 
let set to open in the Castro, 
Wrap Works, will send represen¬ 
tatives to the MUMC meeting 
Thursday, November 7, on the 
second floor at the California 
Bank at 444 Castro Street, Her¬ 
manson said. 

The wrapped food concern is 
owned by Chevy’s restaurant 
chain, and is set to open in the 
site of the soon-to-close Rolling 
Pin Donut outlet in 1997. 

After consulting with the 
merchants group, the outlet 
abandoned plans to place chairs 
and tables in front of the Castro 
Street venue, because they real¬ 
ized the plan “just wasn’t practi¬ 
cal,” Hermanson said. 

“They agreed with us that the 
sidewalk isn’t equipped to ac¬ 
commodate the amount of traf¬ 
fic,” he said. 

Another item on the MUMC 
discussion agenda is a proposal 
to allow licensed street artists and 
venders to set up in Harvey Milk 
Plaza throughout the year. 

A few street vendors ply a 
meager trade in the area during 


the holiday season, but are not 
allowed to stay when the season 
ends. As the tourist trade in¬ 
creases in the neighborhood, the 
merchant’s group would oppose 
the vendors if they sold mer¬ 
chandise found in area stores, 
Hermanson said. 

Herman also announced that 
four local merchants have be¬ 
come new MUMC members - 
Cafe Curvee, City Forno, Great 
Earth Vitamins, and Hot ’n’ 
Hunky. 

Hermanson also told the Bay

DMV sued after rejecting 
HIV P0S license plate

man with AIDS has sued 
the California Department 
%. of Motor Vehicles for $5 
million, claiming the agency dis¬ 
criminated against him when it 
denied his request for a motorcy¬ 
cle license plate reading “HIV 
POS,” a DMV spokesman said 
Tuesday, November 5. 

Kevin Dimmick, 40, of the up¬ 
scale Bay Area town of Kensing¬ 
ton, said the DMV violated his 
civil rights when it deemed his 
proposed plate offensive. 

Dimmick, who learned he was 
HIV-positive in 1991, said he had 
planned to put the license plate on 
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his Harley-Davidson. 

“I wanted to show people that 
it’s okay to be HIV-positive,” Dim¬ 
mick told the San Francisco 
Chronicle. “I expected to en¬ 
counter some bigotry, but I didn’t 
expect it at the state DMV.” 

Evan Nossoff, a DMV spokes¬ 
man, called the suit a publicity ploy. 

“We are an easy target,” Nos¬ 
soff said. “The California license 
plate is not the place to fight our 
culture’s rhetorical battles. He can 
accomplish the same thing with a 
bumper sticker.” 

The DMV once approved a li¬ 
cense plate that read “HIV NEG,” 
and the protests came pouring in, 
Nossoff said. 

“If a substantial number of 
people would be offended, we 
don’t issue the plate,” he said. 
“Here ‘HIV positive’ might be seen 
by some as laudatory, but others 
are offended - not just bigots or 
gay bashers, but those with HIV.” 

The DMV has offered an ad¬ 
ministrative hearing to discuss the 
proposed plate, Nossoff said, but 
press reports have indicated that 
Dimmick, founder of Positive 
Support, a group for HIV-infected 
heterosexuals, was not interested. 

Dimmick filed his suit Friday 
in U.S. District Court in Oakland 
and seeks damages for violation of 
civil rights and intentional inflic¬ 
tion of emotional distress.

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National Center for Lesbian 
Rights gets United Way grant 

Fundraising help to eight agencies in all

An unexpected $5,000 grant to 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights (NCLR) from United Way 
will allow the agency to fund tech¬ 
nical support for their develop¬ 
ment program, Executive Direc¬ 
tor Kate Kendell said. 

United Way of the Bay Area on 
October 24 announced that it’s 
distributing $32,246 in technical 


assistance grants to eight local 
nonprofit agencies, one of which 
is NCLR. Other recipients are: the 
Arc San Francisco, Camp Fire 
Boys and Girls, Central City Hos¬ 
pitality House, Chinese Newcom¬ 
ers Service Center, La Casa de las 
Madres, La Raza Centro Legal, 
Inc., and the Mental Health Asso¬ 
ciation of San Francisco. 

The grants range from $2,500 
to $5,000 per agency, and are 
specifically to help the agencies 


expand their fundraising efforts. 

“We’re really excited about it,” 
Kendell told the B.A.R. “We and 
other organizations lost United 
Way funding this year. In the past 
we’d receive between $15,000 and 
$ 20 , 000 .” 

Kendell said NCLR was ad¬ 
vised by United Way last year that 
the agency would probably not re¬ 
ceive grant money this year. She 
added that the technical assistance 
grants allow agencies to engage in 


U.S. hate crimes 
near 8,000 in ’95

he FBI announced Monday, 

I November 4 that nearly 
8,000 hate crimes in the 
United States were reported to the 
bureau last year, and that most 
were against blacks, Jews, and gays 
and lesbians. 

Last year’s total is substantially 
larger than the more than 5,800 
reported in 1994, but the 1995 
total includes reports from a 
much bigger slice of the U.S. pop¬ 
ulation. 

To a great extent, the substan¬ 
tial increase reflects more agencies 
reporting the crimes, not a greater 
number of hate crimes. 

For instance, preliminary fig¬ 
ures show that 7,947 hate crimes 
were reported to the FBI last year 
by more than 9,500 law enforce¬ 
ment agencies in 45 states. Partic¬ 


ipating agencies covered 75 per¬ 
cent of the U.S. population. 

For 1994, the same figures 
show only 5,852 hate crimes, but 
they were reported by more than 
7,200 law enforcement agencies in 
43 states. Participating agencies 
covered only 58 percent of the 
U.S. population. 

California led the way in re¬ 
ported hate crimes - 1,751 - as 
compared to 845 in New York, 
768 in New Jersey, 405 in Michi¬ 
gan, 353 in Maryland, 333 in 
Massachusetts, and 326 in Texas. 

Because the reluctance or the 
willingness of state and local law 
enforcement agencies to investi¬ 
gate such crimes is not taken into 
account in the figures, the num¬ 
ber of hate crimes reported may 
not reflect the actual number of 
such crimes committed in a par¬ 
ticular state. North Dakota re¬ 
ported only three hate crimes. 


One thousand and nineteen 
hate crimes involving sexual ori¬ 
entation were reported to the FBI 
in 1995. 

Of those, 735 were directed 
against gay males, 146 against les¬ 
bians, 103 against homosexuals in 
general, 18 against bisexuals, and 
17 were reported against hetero¬ 
sexuals. 

4,800 of the reported hate 
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activities which are important, 
but which they otherwise would 
not be able to do because of lim¬ 
ited financial resources. 

“So much of our funding sup¬ 
ports our programs, which it ob¬ 
viously should,” Kendell said, 
adding that it’s sometimes at the 
expense to some degree of having 
a thriving and growing develop¬ 
ment program. 

Partly in an effort to accom¬ 
plish that, Kendell said she’ll be 
looking into other funding 
sources and possibly having a 
board or staff retreat. She said it’s 
important for an organization’s 
board of directors to gather out¬ 
side of formal board meetings. 

At such a retreat, the board’s 
focus would be broad-based and 
visionary in terms of its role and 
the future of the agency, Kendell 
explained. 

'Additional tools’ 

According to the United Way, 
the technical assistance grants are 
important to the organizations 
that receive them. Efforts to ex¬ 
pand fundraising efforts of the 
agencies that received the grants 
include increasing fee-for-service 
and business activities; expanding 
donor bases; implementing devel¬ 
opment plans; and corporate 
fundraising.

“It is essential nowadays to 
provide nonprofit agencies with 
additional tools to help them in¬ 
crease their financial support,” 
said Jackie Ruggles, senior vice 
president of the San Francisco 
County office of the United Way. 
“Limited public dollars forces 
nonprofit agencies to seek other 
sources of funding in order to 
continue offering services to the 
community.” 

The grants are being distrib¬ 
uted from United Way’s San Fran¬ 
cisco County Fund and the coun¬ 
ty’s portion of the Venture/Tech¬ 
nical Assistance Fund. 

The United Way of the Bay 
Area is the largest funder of non¬ 
profit community service pro¬ 
grams in Northern California. ▼

House of Representatives. Prior to 
Tuesday’s election, Republicans 
controlled the U.S. Senate by a 53 
to 47 margin over the Democrats; 
the new 105th Congress in Janu¬ 
ary will give the GOP an increase 
of at least two in that body, leaving 
the new lineup at 54 Republicans, 
45 Democrats, and one race in 
Oregon to be decided later this 
week after the counting of tens of 
thousands of absentee ballots (the 
Democrat had a slight lead in that 
race Tuesday night). While Re¬ 
publicans lost some seats in Tues¬ 
day’s House contest, they will still 
control the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives in the next Congress by 
a margin of 225 to 206, with two 
Independents. 

Among the big winners Tues¬ 
day for the Republicans in the 
Senate was North Carolina’s ho¬ 
mophobic, racist 75-year-old Jesse 
Helms, probably the most hated 
member of the Senate, who easily 
won a fourth term in that state. 

While most pollsters expected 
Clinton’s re-election, and many 
felt it unlikely Democrats could 
retake the Senate, some thought 
the president’s coattails might take 
in enough members of his party 
to gain control of the House. The 
American voters, however, who 
frequently followed their vote for 
Clinton with a vote for a GOP 
member of the Congress, showed 
“social rest” - if that is the oppo¬ 
site of social unrest - and ap¬ 
peared satisfied with the power in 
Washington being split between 
the two major parties. 

Clinton becomes the first De¬ 
mocrat to be reelected to the 
White House in over 60 years, and

history buffs would have to go 
back to the administration of 
Herbert Hoover to see the last 
time that Republicans won con¬ 
trol of Congress in two consecu¬ 
tive elections. 

One of the biggest House win¬ 
ners Tuesday was Massachusetts’s 
openly gay Representative Barney 
Frank, winning re-election with 
75% of the vote in his district; the 
youngest member of the new Con¬ 
gress will be Harold Ford, a 26- 
year-old Democrat from Nashville. 
There were also numerous state- 
houses up for grabs in Tuesday’s 
election, but there will be no 
change in the parties who control 
the governors: the count stays at 32 
Republicans and 18 Democrats. 

There were numerous 
statewide propositions on the Cal¬ 
ifornia ballot Tuesday; among 
them were the two most contro¬ 
versial — Proposition 209 (elimi¬ 
nation of affirmative action pro¬ 
grams), which was passed over¬ 
whelmingly, and Proposition 215 


(medical use of marijuana), which 
also passed easily. Both measures 
are expected to be challenged in 
the courts within weeks. .

n the weeks leading up to Bob 
Dole’s defeat at the polls, Re¬ 
publican spinmasters were 
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busily pushing the usual hot but- | 
tons, including the issue of gays in | 
the military. The exact words of | 
three GOP leaders on Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 27 .suggest they were ! 
coached from the same text. 

On Fox News Sunday, House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich of Geor¬ 
gia told host Tony Guest, “1 think 
Bill Clinton has done a very good 
job, as he did in 1992, of pretend¬ 
ing to be a moderate. Now, re¬ 
member in ’93-’94 he was a very 
liberal Democrat, raising taxes, i 
government-controlled health in¬ 
surance, putting homosexuals in 
the military.” 

Dole campaign manager Scott | 
Reed said on NBC’s Meet the 
Press, “What [sic] the Republican 
Congressional Campaign Com¬ 
mittee is running ads that are re¬ 
minding the American people 
about Bill Clinton’s first term in 
office and his first two years, when 
he had a Democratic Congress, 
and what he came forward with 
were some massive tax increases - 


the largest tax increase in history - 
a government-run healthcare sys¬ 
tem, and a new level of social en¬ 
gineering: having gays serve in the 
military.” 

And on ABC’s This Week with 
rDavid Brinkley, Republican na¬ 
tional Committee Chairman 
Haley Barbour told conservative 
commentator George Will, “You 
know, George, it you look at 
when Bill Clinton had a Democ¬ 
rat Congress in the first two 
years, it not only makes the case 
of why there needs to be a Re¬ 
publican Congress; it also makes 
the case as to why Bill Clinton 
shouldn’t be president. When he 
had a Democratic Congress and 
got to have his own agenda, we 
got stuck with the largest tax in¬ 
crease in history. He tried to cre¬ 
ate a government-run healthcare 
system. There was never even a 
vote on welfare reform. And his 
first national security act was to 
drop the ban on homosexuals in 
the military.” T

climbing the tower. 

“They’re very nimble.” 

Lauro said after being grabbed 
at all angles by the agents, he de¬ 
cided to descend the light tower 
on his own, and safely reached the 
ground. He was detained by the 
agents but released after about 15 
minutes. He was not cited. 

“They literally came in every 
direction,” Lauro said of the Secret 
Service agents, adding it was “kind 
of scary” being up in the air. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate mem¬ 
ber Jeff Getty was also at the Jack 
London Square event, which was 
attended by an estimated 15,000 
people. The appearance by Clin¬ 
ton marked the 29th time the 
president has visited California 
since taking office. 

“1 saw it go up,” Getty said of 
the banner. “I heard a few people 
around us cheer, and I saw Clin¬ 
ton look at it. I think we got the 
message to him.” 

Afterwards, Lauro said he was 


able to sneak into a room re¬ 
served for reporters, where he 
cornered presidential spokesman 
Michael McCurry, who was 
telling reporters he didn’t know 
what the demonstration was 
about. Lauro said he told McCur¬ 
ry he “interrupted your boss’s 
speech” because he was demand¬ 
ing the president show leadership 
on needle exchange. 

According to Lauro, McCurry 
said he’d take ACT UP/Golden 
Gate’s message back to the presi¬ 
dent. 

“We dropped leaflets and 
spoke with about 100 reporters,” 
Lauro said. 

Getty said he hopes Clinton 
will act on the needle exchange 
issue after the election. 

“If ever a conduit exists for 
getting HIV into the heterosexual 
community, it’s IV drug users 
sharing dirty needles,” Getty said. 

He also praised ACT 
UP/Golden Gate for taking action 
and zapping the Clinton visit. 

“We were the only people there 
with a slightly different view at 
this lovefest for Bill,” Getty said. ▼

Cops clear kissing 
queers at Christian 
Coalition commination

bout 20 kissing gay and les¬ 
bian students from Harvard 
University interrupted a 
speech Wednesday, October 30 by 
Christian Coalition head Ralph 
Reed aimed at drumming up 
votes for pro-Christian candi¬ 
dates. 

As Reed began his speech at 
Harvard’s John F. Kennedy School 
of Government, half of the audi¬ 
ence held up signs blasting the 
coalition’s attacks on homosexu¬ 
ality. 

In the ensuing ruckus, same- 
sex couples among the protesters 
embraced and kissed until police 
physically removed them from the 
hall, but not before Reed told 
them “get used to us, because we’re 
going to be here a long, long time.” 

There were no arrests. 

During his speech outlining 
the coalition’s stance, Reed con¬ 
demned separation of church and 
state. “Morality and religion,” he 
said, should be the “two pillars 
that support a Republican gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Claiming this election would 
“set the tone for the ensuing cen¬ 
tury,” Reed criticized Republican 
presidential candidate Bob Dole 
for being a “single issue” candi¬ 
date who sidestepped social issues 
to champion his 15 percent tax 
cut. 

“The facts are these. The 
American people are not interest¬ 
ed just in lowering their tax bill or 


in balancing the budget,” he told 
the small audience. “They are in¬ 
terested in saving their children 
and instilling in their children and 
grandchildren the values that they 
believe made America great.” 

During the question-and-an- 
swer section, a black lesbian 
lashed out at Reed for invoking 
the political legacies of both Dr. 
Martin Luther King and Winston 
Churchill, who supported the eu¬ 
genics movement advocating 
racial purity. 

“And now it’s people like you 
who are telling me that as a les¬ 
bian, I can’t marry my partner,” 
said Ann Seaton, a Harvard grad¬ 
uate student in English. “Clearly 
your disingenuous, sneaky use of 
Martin Luther King is just to dis¬ 
guise the fact that you’re nothing 
but sort of a geeky postmodern 
Christian racist in an expensive 
suit.” 

Reed’s visit to Harvard coin¬ 
cided with the Christian Coali¬ 
tion’s mobilization of 100,000 vol¬ 
unteers nationally in an effort to 
maintain a Republican majority 
in Congress. The group’s distribu¬ 
tion of 45 million voters guides 
through churches is under inves¬ 
tigation by the Federal Election 
Commission. 

The blue-eyed, 35-year-old 
Virginia native twice helped con¬ 
servative North Carolina Senator 
Jesse Helms win the re-election 
and was considered one of the 
leading forces behind the Repub¬ 
lican Party’s resounding victories 
in the 1994 mid-term elections. ▼ 


Migden (D-S.F.) was re-elected to 
a full term; San Francisco Super¬ 
visor Kevin Shelley won the 12th 
Assembly seat; and Assemblyman 
John Burton won election to the 
State Senate seat of retiring sena¬ 
tor Milton Marks. Representatives 
Nancy Pelosi (D) and Tom Lantos 
(D-San Mateo) were easily re¬ 
elected, as were pro-gay incum¬ 
bents Lynn Woolsey (D-Marin) 
and Anna Eshoo (D-San Mateo, 
14th District). 

Tom Campbell, a usually pro¬ 
gay Republican, was re-elected in 
Santa Clara County, while Repre¬ 
sentative Bill Baker, a conservative 
Republican in the East Bay’s 10th 
District, was beaten by challenger 
Ellen Tauscher, a moderate De¬ 
mocrat in the Bay Area’s only 
upset in congressional races.

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Planning council ranks CARE 
service categories for ’97-’98 


Dental services jumps to number four

F ollowing their first prioriti¬ 
zation meeting for 1997-98 
Ryan White CARE Act 
funds, members of the Mayor’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council approved a ranking of 
the 17 service categories, but did 
not assign them dollar amounts, 
at their Monday, November 4 
meeting. 

The council is expected to at¬ 
tach dollar amounts to the service 
categories at its November 18 
meeting. The Eligible Metropoli¬ 
tan Area (EMA), including San 
Francisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties, is expected to receive 
$33.4 million in CARE funding 
for 1997-98, according to Gene 
Copello, chief of Health Services 
and Prevention for the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Office. That’s a reduc¬ 
tion of about $4 million from the 
1996-97 CARE funding. 

CARE funds are used to pro¬ 
vide an array of HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vices to residents in the EMA. 

Copello told the B.A.R. that 
the city won’t know the exact dol¬ 
lar amount until February or 
March of next year. 

“It’s a relatively conservative 
estimate. If we get more money, 
the council will decide how to 


prioritize the extra money,” 
Copello said. 

Ranking of the service cate¬ 
gories doesn’t necessarily mean 
the higher listed ones will be allo¬ 
cated more funding by the coun¬ 
cil, but it does give members a 
starting point when they meet to 
discuss dollar amounts for each 
one. 

Following small group ses¬ 
sions that were facilitated by staff 
from the Support Center, the 
council voted 21-6 on the follow¬ 
ing ranking of the service cate¬ 
gories: primary medical care, 
housing, food, dental, home 
healthcare, substance abuse, case 
management, residential hospice 
care, mental health, client advo¬ 
cacy, transportation, day or 
respite care, buddy/companion, 
rehabilitation, systemwide devel¬ 
opment, adoption/foster care, 
and translation. 

The rankings differ in some 
ways from the current list, most 
notably dental services moving 
up to number four from its cur¬ 
rent number eight position. 
Client advocacy, provided by 
agencies such as AIDS Benefits 
Counselors (ABC), moved up to 
number ten from its current list¬ 
ing at number 14. Case manage¬ 
ment services also moved up to 
number seven from its current 


ranking of nine. 

Dental services was cited as 
one of the greatest unmet needs 
in a client satisfaction/needs as¬ 
sessment survey completed by the 
AIDS Office. [See related story, 
next page.] 

Before the facilitated meetings, 
the full council took public com¬ 
ment. One of the speakers, Mr. 
San Francisco Leather 1996 Gary 
Virginia, talked about the tremen¬ 
dous help he received from ABC 
and the AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF) since being diagnosed with 
AIDS in January 1995. 

“I had no money for rent,” 
Virginia said. “A simple grant of 
$500 from AEF helped me get 
through the 30 days until my 
benefits kicked in. Benefits coun¬ 
seling should be a top priority.” 

He credited ABC staff with 
helping him obtain the most 
from his company’s benefits. Be¬ 
fore he went on full disability, 
ABC staff reviewed “every legal 
document” of Virginia’s. ▼

The event will be 
the first opportunity for KKSF lis¬ 
teners and fans of smooth jazz to 
purchase the CD. KKSF General 
Manager David Kendrick will pre¬ 
sent a check and introduce special 
guest, San Jose Mayor Susan 
Hammer. 

A longtime supporter of ARIS, 
as well as a fan of jazz, Hammer 
will speak to the crowd. 

“This is truly exciting,” said 
Norm Robinson, executive direc¬ 
tor of ARIS (AIDS Resources, In¬ 
formation, and Services). “Two of 
the Bay Area’s major AIDS orga¬ 
nizations will work together with 
one of the Bay Area’s most highly 
rated radio stations to raise 
money for AIDS services. We are 
delighted that KKSF. and the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation have 
invited ARIS to be a part of this 
highly successful project.” 

Sampler 7 features songs by 
such popular artists as Stevie 
Wonder, Michael McDonald, 
Peter White, and Randy'Craw¬ 
ford.

Biggest unmet need is dental

IDS services provided in 
San Francisco, San Mateo, 
and Marin counties that are 
funded through the federal Ryan 
White CARE Act were highly 
rated by 532 participants in the 
1996 Client Satisfaction/Needs 
Assessment Survey. Another find¬ 
ing was that the overall unmet 
need for services was lower this 
year than in 1994, AIDS Office 
staff members said. 

The Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council reviewed 
the report at their Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 28 meeting. In all, results of the 
survey represented clients of 53 
CARE providers at 70 sites 
throughout the three-county re¬ 
gion that makes up the Eligible 
Metropolitan Area (EMA) the 
planning council oversees. The ma¬ 
jority of respondents, slightly over 
400 people, were from San Francis¬ 
co; San Mateo and^Klarin counties 
had about 50 people in each coun¬ 
ty who were surveyed, said Anne 
Hirozawa of the AIDS Office. 

Survey Methods Group helped 
complete the survey along with 
Positive Resources, whose staff 
conducted the interviews, Hiroza¬ 
wa said. 

The survey is just one of several 
factors council members will con¬ 
sider as they begin the prioritiza¬ 
tion process for the estimated $33 
million in 1997-98 CARE funds. 

The city does not have an exact 
number of people who utilize 
CARE-funded services. However, 
Hirozawa said that based on an 
AIDS Office data project current¬ 
ly in development, a rough esti¬ 
mate is that between 11,000 and 
16,000 people access the services 
in San Francisco. 

Council member Tom Cal- 
vanese pointed out that the survey 
did not take into account people 
who are not being served, since it 


was a client satisfaction survey. 

In addition to the interview 
surveys, Hirozawa said another 
3,500 self-administered surveys 
were given to 21 CARE-funded 
service providers for them to dis¬ 
tribute to clients. Those are just 
starting to come back to the AIDS 
Office. Once the data is compiled, 
a separate report will be written 
about those results, she explained. 

Using a scale of one (poor) to 
five (excellent), respondents in the 
client satisfaction/needs assess¬ 
ment survey ranked their overall 
experience with agencies at 4.13, 
Hirozawa said. The personal 
manner of staff was even higher, 
at 4.22, she added. None of the 
nine aspects of service that were 
measured fell into the fair or poor 
categories. The lowest score was 
3.74, which was for convenience 
of location. 

Significantly, the unmet need 
for services was highest for dental 
care, with 22 percent of those sur¬ 
veyed saying that need is not 
being met for them. The 
helper/companion category was 
second in this area, with 13 per¬ 
cent saying it’s a need of theirs 
that is unmet. 

Council member Barbara Gar¬ 
cia pointed out that there’s only 
one agency funded by CARE to 
provide dental services. In the 
1996-97 CARE budget, approxi¬ 
mately $1.1 million was allocated 
for dental services. 

The helper/companion cate¬ 
gory had just over $1 million in 
funding for 1996-97. Services in¬ 
clude both emotional and practi¬ 
cal support for people. 

According to the survey, 
among unmet needs respondents 
said the most important needs 
that aren’t being met are dental, 
finding a place to live, paying for 
rent, legal advice, and 
helper/companion. 

Pricilla Chu of the AIDS Office 
told the council that more women

and African-Americans with 
HIV/AIDS were included in this 
year’s survey, as well as more peo¬ 
ple who identified as injection 
drug users (IDU). HIV risk cate¬ 
gories were represented in the 
survey as follows: 38 percent 
gay/bisexual males; 24 percent 
gay/bisexual IDU; 18 percent fe¬ 
male and heterosexual male IDU; 
12 percent heterosexual contact; 
one percent transfusion; and 
seven percent other/unknown. 

By gender, 73 percent of the re¬ 
spondents were men, 22 percent 
were women, and five percent 
were transgender. Race and ethnic 
breakdowns of those surveyed in¬ 
cluded: white, 46 percent; 
African-American, 29 percent; 
Latino, 11 percent; Native Ameri¬ 
can, four percent; Asian/Pacific Is¬ 
lander, three percent; and mixed 
race/other, seven percent. 

Chu pointed out that nearly 
three-fourths, 73 percent of the 
respondents, were retired or dis¬ 
abled, while ten percent were 
working full time and nine per¬ 
cent worked part time. The medi¬ 
an income of people surveyed was 
$659 per month. T

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Pulmonary/upper respiratory 
complications of HIV and AIDS

hile pulmonary (lung) 
1 problems like PCP are 
relatively common for HIVers, 
there is a small subgroup who 
have even more serious or chron¬ 
ic conditions. Infections range 
from the infectious: PCP, pul¬ 
monary fungal pneumonias, 
bacterial pneumonias and 
tuberculosis; to the 
non-infectious con¬ 
ditions: pulmonary 
Kaposi’s sarcoma, 
asthma, emphysema, 
and lung cancer. 

Dr. Virginia Cafaro es¬ 
timates that 75% of 
patients that come 
into the Conant 
Medical Group are 
having some type of 
pulmonary condition. Of these, 
about 10% of the total patient 
population have more serious, 
chronic conditions that are diffi¬ 
cult to treat and diagnose. After 
repeated bouts of pulmonary in¬ 
fections, HIVers can become sus¬ 
ceptible to chronic problems like 
asthma where the airways be¬ 
come hyper-reactive. 

When Cafaro has patients in 
that 10% category who have been 
unable to see as much benefit as 
they would like, they can go to 


San Francisco General Hospital’s 
Chest Clinic, run through Ward 
86. John Stansel, Medical Direc¬ 
tor of the HIV Clinic, and Dr. 
Lawrence Huang, Chief of the 
AIDS Chest Clinic, are two peo¬ 
ple on a very short list of pul¬ 
monary specialist doctors who 
primarily see people with AIDS. 

The diagnosis routine follows a 
step-by-step analysis, beginning 
with a medical history of the pa¬ 
tient and routine Woodwork. Next 
might be a sputum culture. An 
expectorant sputum sam¬ 
ple is one collected from 
what the patient is reg¬ 
ularly coughing up. 
There is also a process 
called sputum induc¬ 
tion, in which a mist of 
salt water is used to 
collect a different 
type of sample. This 
process is useful for 
diagnosing PCP when 
patients have a dry cough. 

The next steps might include 
an x-ray of the lungs and of the 
sinus cavity if necessary. A bron¬ 
choscopy, a process where a tube 
in inserted down the throat and 
into the lungs, can be used either 
to look around inside the lungs or 
to take a piece of the lung for 
biopsy analysis. 

If the diagnosis is still unclear, 
there are pulmonary function 
tests that evaluate the functioning 
of the lungs. The Methacoline 


Challenge test involves measuring 
pulmonary function after using a 
stationary bike or a treadmill. A 
cat scan of the lungs can be used 
to see the condition of the lungs, 
^whether damage has occurred at 
some point. 

Pulmonary complications 
seem to be inextricably tied to 
sinus conditions. Huang de¬ 
scribes it as a ping-pong ball 
model. Sinus flare-ups affect con¬ 
gestion of the lungs. This pro¬ 
vides a reservoir for infections to 
grow. The lungs have hairs that 
work bacteria out of the lungs, 
and the sinus drainage makes that 
difficult. The approach in treat¬ 
ment then is to tackle both the 
sinus problems and the pul¬ 
monary dysfunction. 

Western treatments 

Treatments range from a vari¬ 
ety of antibiotics, inhalers, and 
decongestants to a more serious 
surgical procedure called Cald¬ 
well Luc - which involves making 
the holes of the sinus cavity larg¬ 
er to promote better drainage. 

As with many AIDS condi¬ 
tions, treatment choices are based 
on a process of trial and error. 
Antibiotics can be used alone, or 
in combination, to combat infec¬ 
tions. Several different inhalers 
are available, some designed to 
dilate the bronchials and some 
(steroid inhalers) designed to be 
anti-inflammatory. These also

Sinclair 
encourages the combination of 
traditional and non-traditional 
treatments in the effort to clear 
pulmonary and upper-respirato¬ 
ry infections. 

Right now IEP is enrolling a 
study that involves a comparison 
between traditional and non-tra¬ 
ditional therapies (acupuncture 
and herbal) for treating chronic 
HIV sinusitis.

Viatical Association 
drafts industry 
regulations 

Money received tax-exempt as of Jan. 1

Model Act and Model Reg¬ 
ulations for the expanding 
“living benefits” industry I 
have been drafted by the National ; 
Viatical Association (NVA), ; 
whose member companies ac- ! 
count for a majority of the indus- J 
try volume. The drafts will be pre¬ 
sented at a national insurance 
conference next Sunday, Novem- I 
ber 17 in Austin, Texas. 

In another matter related to vi- J 
atical settlements, federal legisla- i 
tion that will take effect January 1, 
1997 will allow benefits received 
after that date to be tax-exempt, 
said Scott Reely of the NVA. Cur¬ 
rently, money received from a vi¬ 
atical settlement is subject to tax¬ 
ation, but that will change at the 
start of the new year. 

Last year the viatical settle¬ 
ment segment of the industry 
purchased approximately $400 
million (face value) of life insur¬ 
ance policies from approximately 
5,000 terminally ill individuals; in 
contrast, life insurance companies j 
bought back an estimated $25 j 
million in partial policies from | 
about 300 individuals through ac¬ 
celerated death benefits (ADB) 
provisions..The majority of via¬ 
tors (sellers) are primarily AIDS 
patients and, secondarily, cancer 
patients. Volume is expected to 
reach $500 million in 1996, in the 
industry’s sixth extant year. 

W. Scott Page, NVA president, 
said the recently drafted NVA 
Models embody many provisions j 
from legislation passed by several j 
states, but differ from the Nation- ; 
al Association of Insurance Com- | 
missioners (NAIC) Model Act j 


and Regulations. 

The NVA drafts prohibit un¬ 
fair practices by insurance carri¬ 
ers, employers, and others, in ad¬ 
dition to viatical firms; they also 
provide injunctive relief; speedv 
effective recourse in the event of 
non-payment; and they remove 
impediments to the 
consumer’s/ill person’s access to 
the viatical settlement option 

Page added that the NVA 
Models provide greater access to 
living benefits options, reduce the 
chances of having policies can¬ 
celed by carriers for circumstan¬ 
tial lapses, and provide true and 
meaningful consumer protec¬ 
tions. 

The Models also protect pa¬ 
tient confidentiality, “which is es¬ 
pecially needed in light of the re¬ 
cent episode in Florida, where the 
names of 4,000 AIDS patients 
were unlawfully given to the 
press,” Page said. 

Currently, and to varying de¬ 
grees, about a dozen states regu¬ 
late viatical settlements substan¬ 
tially more than ADBs, along the 
lines of a Model Act and Regula¬ 
tions drafted and advocated by 
the NAIC. The NAIC is consid 
ered the lobbying arm of the in 
surance industry, and the provi¬ 







sions of the Models apply to viat¬ 
ical firms but exempt carriers. 
This imbalance has created a non¬ 
level playing field that stifles com¬ 
petition, reduces the payout to ill 
persons, dislocates funding 
sources, and results in higher 
health care costs to taxpayers. 

Page also said the NVA Models 
reflect the actual workings of the 
industry and the sensitivities of 
the individuals it serves, rather 
than a hypothetical case or one 
drawn by subjective parties that 
puts the interests of the life insur¬ 
ance industry ahead of the actual 
interests of consumers and the 
terminally ill. 

“The mission of viatical settle¬ 
ment companies is to help the 
critically ill avoid financial crises 
atop their physical crises,” Page 
said. “Our Models reflect that 
purpose and dedication.”

crimes involved race. 

Of those, 2,988 were directed 
against black victims, 1,226 
against white victims, and the rest 
against Indians, Asian-Americans 
or other ethnics. 

A majority of those committing 
the hate crimes were white - 4,991 
- but there were 2,253 known 
black offenders, the FBI said. 

Hate crimes involving religion 
totaled 1,277 in 1995. 

Of those, the vast majority, 


1,058, were directed against Jews. 

Another 31 were against 
Catholics, 36 against Protestants, 
and 29 against Muslims. Almost 
all the rest were against smaller re¬ 
ligious groups. There was one re¬ 
ported incident against an atheist 
or agnostic, but the FBI report did 
not pinpoint its location. 

. Of the overall 1995 totals, 
7,144 were crimes against per¬ 
sons, including 20 murders and 
12 forcible rapes, the FBI said. The 
crimes against persons were not 
broken down as crimes involving 
race, religion, or sexual orienta¬ 
tion. T

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Gay-funded antibody research pays off 

FDA clears trials for non-toxic treatment

he U.S. Food and Drug Ad 
ministration has given Cyto¬ 
Dyn, the AIDS research 
company co-founded by gay pho¬ 
tographer Tom Bianchi, clearance 
to test Cytolin, the first in a new 
class of nontoxic AIDS drugs. Un¬ 
like current AIDS drugs like pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and nucleoside 
analogues, which attack HIV di¬ 
rectly, Cytolin aims to correct the 
self-destruct mechanism of the 
immune system that is triggered 
by an HIV infection. 

Cytolin is a monoclonal anti¬ 
body designed to prevent one part i 
of the immune system - a partic¬ 
ular type of “killer” CD8 cells - i 
from attacking another pari - 
CD4 cells, the destruction of 
which results in AIDS. Cytolin is 
designed to protect the immune 
system’s natural defenses while 
antiviral drugs take the offensive 
against HIV. 

“What distinguishes Cytolin is 
its apparent ability to restore the 
body’s defenses,” said David N 
Hart, M.D., CytoDyn’s medical 
director. “It works to repair a 
chink in the immune system's 
armor that HIV managed to ex¬ 
pose.” 

Cytolin is designed as an injec 
tion to be given in a doctor s of¬ 
fice, most often as an adjunct to a 
combination of antiviral drugs 
Combinations, or “cocktails,” ot 
antiviral drugs have helped some 
patients significantly reduce the 
level of their HIV infection, im¬ 
proving their health. 

However, the side effects of an 
tiviral drugs can be so significant 
that at least 15 percent of patients 
cannot take them. Even some pa¬ 
tients who can tolerate antiviral I 
therapy have continued to face 
declining health. 

Many experts believe that both 
offensive and defensive strategies 
will be required for the long-term 
control of HIV/AIDS, according 
to R. Scott Hitt, M.D., a Los Ange¬ 
les area physician who chairs the 
Presidential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS. 

“Some Americans believe that 
the fight against AIDS is practi¬ 
cally over, now that combination 
drug therapy has shown us a 
break in the clouds,” said Hitt, 
“but the storm is far from over. 
More options as well as less-toxic 
treatments are needed.” 

“We are encouraged by the 
growth of knowledge about this 
disease and by the efforts of com¬ 
panies like CytoDyn to develop 
new therapy approaches based on 
this knowledge,” he said. “We look 
forward to the evaluation of this 
therapy by way of FDA-sanc¬ 
tioned clinical trials.” 

One percent allergic 

This new approach to AIDS 
treatment was developed by Allen 
D. Allen, CytoDyn’s chief execu¬ 
tive officer and director of re¬ 
search. 

“I was intrigued that several 
species closely related to humans 
can be infected by HIV, but not 
harmed by it,” Allen said. “When 
we compared their immune sys¬ 
tems with ours, we found a weak¬ 
ness in the human immune sys¬ 
tem. Then we designed a large 
family of drugs, including Cy¬ 
tolin, to compensate for it.” 

CytoDyn secured U.S. patents 
for the use of antibodies directed 
against a specific subset of CDS 


cells in the treatment of AIDS. 
The patents were granted partly 
on the evidence of an initial study 
of six patients with HIV disease, 
published in the August 1995 
issue of Medical Hypotheses. Fol¬ 
lowing injection with Cytolin, the 
patients demonstrated signifi¬ 
cantly reduced levels of HIV in- 
fection and clinical signs of im¬ 
mune system recovery, including 
increased levels of disease-fight¬ 
ing CD4 cells. 

Subsequently, Cytolin has been 
used by a number of physicians 
under laws many states that allow 
qualified pharmacies and labora¬ 
tories to prepare small quantities 
for doctors to use in their own of¬ 
fices. Although CytoDyn does not 
control this experimental use of 
Cytolin, medical records from 
four doctors shared with the com¬ 
pany and submitted to the FDA 
show that at the end of 1995, they 
had treated 188 patients with Cy¬ 
tolin for a total of about 700 times 
for periods up to two years. 

The principal side effect noted 
by these physicians was an allergic 
reaction, which occurred in about 
five percent of the treatments at 
the time of infusion, which takes 
about 15 minutes. Only about one 
percent of treatments resulted in 
serious allergic reactions, and 
these were successfully managed 
with standard treatments. 

Allen said that additional anti¬ 
bodies under development by the 
company will be tested later, pos¬ 
sibly in combination with Cy¬ 
tolin, in an effort to optimize the 
treatment. 

‘Potent motivation’ 

The progress of the new drug’s 
development is notable in part 
because CytoDyn’s efforts have 
been funded on a tight budget of 
$1.25 million - a small sum by 
pharmaceutical standards. Most 
of that amount was raised from 
HIV-positive, gay male profes¬ 
sionals and businessmen with a 
personal stake in fighting AIDS. 

CytoDyn’s use of community- 
based funding is apparently 
unique, according to Bianchi, one 
i of the company’s founders and its 
vice president for public affairs. 
He said that hundreds of volun¬ 
teer hours have also been devoted 
to Cytolin’s development by sci¬ 
entists, doctors and others. 

“This generous support has al¬ 
lowed us to move this promising 
therapy into clinical trials on a 
smaller budget and more quickly 
than would be possible in larger, 
more traditional organizations,” 
said Bianchi. “Today, with mount¬ 
ing support for our technology, 


we’re in a much stronger position 
than when we started to seek ad¬ 
ditional investors, including ven¬ 
ture capital funds, to speed our 
next round of testing.” 

Bianchi is best known to the 
gay and lesbian community as a 
prominent photographer of male 
and, more recently, female nudes, 
with seven books in print. An 
openly gay man, Bianchi is also a 
lawyer with more than a decade of 
high-level corporate law and busi¬ 
ness experience. 

“When your life and that of 
your friends is on the line, you 
don’t have time to delay,” said 


Bianchi, who is himself HIV-pos¬ 
itive. “Certainly, that is a potent 
motivation for my work on behalf 
of this company.” 

Allen also credits the FDA for 
the company’s progress. 

“It is within the job descrip¬ 
tion of the FDA to help people do 
things right, and they have been 
diligent, gracious providers of 
regulatory guidance,” he said. “My 
experience completely contradicts 
the perception that you need a 
bevy of lawyers and consultants to 
deal with them.” 

The FDA’s action clears the 
way for a Phase I/II clinical trial in 
which 16 AIDS patients will re¬ 
ceive Cytolin. Dr. Victor L. Beer, a 
prominent Los Angeles area AIDS 


specialist, will conduct the trial. ▼

Ever since I veered from my 
profiles of different sports teams 
and focused on simply reporting 
a softball event in San Diego, 
which I only heard about because 
a friend in LA was going simply to 
be with his hunky new beau, I’ve 
been getting (oh, well no, actually, 
it’s the hard-working fellows in 
the front office who’ve been get¬ 
ting them) lots of calls from dis¬ 
gruntled teams that want some 
space too, like this is a yearbook, 
which it is, of sorts. But I have yet 
to receive any piece of informa¬ 
tion about this tournament, ex¬ 
cept from those who were courte¬ 
ous enough to leave written infor¬ 
mation at our offices. There was 


one player who called, but his 
speech was so slurred he made me 
spell a team’s name wrong. He 
will be punished.

he last time I saw Harvey Milk was on No¬ 
vember 25,1978, two days before the gay city 
supervisor’s assassination. Milk was sitting 
across the wide expanse of the War Memorial Opera 
House, perched in Box A, the private box of then-Gen- 
eral Director Kurt Herbert Adler. Milk, himself a major 
celebrity at the time (he was America’s first openly gay 
elected official), was seated next to veteran soprano Bidu 
Sayao, the diva who sang in the first opera he ever at¬ 
tended, at the old Met in New York. The opera on stage 
that November night was the ultimate diva vehicle, Puc¬ 
cini’s Tosca, featuring another great veteran soprano, 
Magda Olivero, singing, at 71, what turned out to be one 
of the great Toscas in San Francisco Opera history. 

There is some comfort in knowing that Harvey’s last 
Saturday night on earth was for him, a little bit of heav¬ 
en. As Milk biographer Randy Shilts reports in The 
Mayor of Castro Street, that weekend Harvey wrote to 
his friend Tom O’Horgan: “Sitting in a box next to and 
talking with Bidu Sayao and listening to Magda Olivero 
in her San Francisco debut at age 71. The crowd went so 
wild that Mick Jagger would have been jealous. Ah — 
life is worth living.” 

Nearly two decades later, Harvey is back at the opera, 
only this time on stage, as the subject of Stewart Wal¬ 
lace and Michael Korie’s opera, Harvey Milk, which 
opens at the Orpheum Theatre Saturday night (No¬ 
vember 9). Given his unique combination of personal 
whimsy coupled with a clear sense of his own impor¬ 
tance, Milk surely would have loved the idea of an opera 
about himself. But in 1978 he could hardly have imag¬ 
ined it. Tosca, Norma, Butterfly, sure. But Harvey? 

Yet, opera, since the earliest days of the art form, has 
largely concerned itself with real people. After mucking 
around in the world of the gods and heroes of mythol¬ 
ogy, opera’s earliest subjects, Claudio Monteverdi, the

> his week’s lament concerns 
; the death of discourse in 
i contemporary culture, a 
somber theme we’ve ripped off 
from recently deceased Diana 
Trilling, whose New York Times 
obit two weeks ago sounded her 
grim cultural verdict. Doubtless if 
Trilling were alive and within 
earshot she’d agree with us that 
today’s anti-intellectualism is the 
result of all those bad movies, ter¬ 
rible TV shows, and cretinous 
bilge passing for literature. Two 
new books coming our way un¬ 
derscore the worst of the latter. 



Tammy: Telling It My Way, 
from Villard Books, is the long- 
awaited autobiography of that 
messy know-nothing Tammy 
Faye Messner, who, when she 
was running with a criminal, was 
Tammy Faye Bakker. In this 
pseudo-literate diatribe readers 
learn more about Messy Missy 


than they ever wanted to know, 
for instance: Tammy’s dirt-poor 
beginnings in a hopeless backwa¬ 
ter in Minnesota; the family ten¬ 
sions caused by her stepfather’s 
drinking; Tammy’s “affair of the 
heart” with Gary Paxton; and, of 
course, those nasty drug and alco¬ 
hol problems. Oddly, there’s no 
mention of how she developed 
that special knack for sniffing out 
easy, if ill-gotten, gains. 

Tammy’s book is hopelessly 
banal, but it is occasionally, if in¬ 
advertently, amusing, as when 
Tammy writes in the past tense 
about being “the butt of comedi¬ 
ans’ crude jokes and snide re¬ 
marks.” 

Ironically, while Telling It My 
Way discusses the “vigorous” sex 
life Tammy shared with Jim 
Bakker, there’s no clear refuta¬ 
tion in these pages of Jim’s ru¬ 
mored homosexuality. 

Even worse is the new Joey 
Stefano bio Wonder Bread and 
Ecstasy: The Life and Death of Joey 
Stefano, written, or perhaps we 
should say Scotch-taped together, 
by one Charles Isherwood, a 
“journalist” from LA. This leaden 
dirge of a book deserves recogni¬ 
tion for achieving new heights in 
pointlessness. Instead of analyzing 
how Stefano’s milieu contributed 
to his unraveling, Wonder Bread 
merely records the rather routine 
goings-on of a dumb porn star: 
drugs, sex, then more of both, ad 
nauseam. A blurb on the back of 
the book from James Spada tells 
readers that Wonder Bread will 
“never bore you,” but that’s news 
to us. This book has the longest 
denouement in the history of lit¬ 
erature, beginning about a quar¬ 
ter of the way in and continuing 
for some 200 pages. Yawn. 

But Wonder Bread is more 



than a bore, it’s also a cop-out. 
Isn’t the author referring to Barry 
Diller when he writes about a 
“butt plug-wielding record exec” 
who liked to eat out with Joey? We 
can only hope that Wonder Bread, 
the movie, will be a little more ad¬ 
venturous. 

Unofficial insemination 

Does the idea of a Michael 
Jackson Jr. make you queasy? If 
so, you’d better break out that 
Emitrol, because the drag queen 
of pop has announced he’s about 
to be a father. That’s right, Jackson 
released a statement this week 
through his publicist declaring 
that his “longtime, close friend, 
Debbie Rowe, is pregnant and 
will have his child in early 1997.” 
Jackson’s statement was more 
than an announcement of his 
soon-to-be family man status. It 
was also a rejoinder to all those 
nasty media stories that said Rowe 
conceived through artificial in¬ 
semination. His statement also 
denied any sort of “economic re- 
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lationship,” a reference to a tacky 
tabloid tale that said the singer is 
merely paying Rowe to bring the 
baby to term so that he can then 
snatch it away. 

Ironically, Jackson’s long- 
winded statement made no men¬ 
tion of a romantic union between 
himself and Ms. Rowe, nor how 
involved she will (or won’t ) be 
with the raising of this unfortu¬ 
nate tot, who, it is safe to say, we 
all hope is a girl.

Drag chanteuse Musty Chiffon

V illing yourself as a “rock ’n’ 
<f - roll drag chanteuse,” as 
w Musty Chiffon did during 
her recent gig at Josie’s, isn’t the 
smartest thing to do in a town 
where, to most, former San Fran¬ 
ciscan Justin Bond is the rock ’n’ 
roll drag chanteuse. But having 
caught Musty’s act, I can safely say 
that she and Bond’s drag alter ego, 
Kiki Derane, are two entirely dif¬ 
ferent animals. Whereas Bond’s 
anarchic performances are PoMo 
all the way, Musty’s act, which 
mixes rock ’n’ roll with tradition¬ 
al drag show fare (bad jokes, 
bitchy banter, fab costumes) is de¬ 
cidedly old school. In fact, during 
her opening night performance, 
Musty scoffed at having been 
called PoMo in an advance blurb 
in the pages of this paper. “I don’t 
even know what it means,” she 
shrieked. 

Like Bond, Musty (a.k.a. Dini 
Lamot) invigorates her perfor¬ 
mance by singing rather than lip- 
synching songs (accompanied on 
piano by James. Followed). 
Musty’s rich, husky, whiskey- 
soaked voice is a marvel, but it’s 
too bad she chooses to wrap it 
around rancid old numbers like “I 
Enjoy Being a Girl,” which she 
used to open her show last week. 
Her performance of that song was 
perfunctory; she didn’t truly catch 
fire until she started belting out 
rock ’n’ roll. 


Musty’s true passion is clearly 
for ’60s flower-power rock, espe¬ 
cially songs by that era’s pre-emi¬ 
nent hippie divas. During her set, 
the singer took on Melanie’s “Lay 
Down (Candles in the Rain),” 
Janis Ian’s “Society’s Child,” and 
Grace Slick’s “White Rabbit.” For 
the latter, she changed into her 
best costume (there are several 
costume changes throughout the 
show), a colorful, swirly-pat¬ 
terned jumpsuit much like the 


the tunes like classic torch songs, 
slowing them down and imbuing 
them with over-the-top emotion. 
Sung by the bombastic front men 
of these two bands, the songs are 
practically unlistenable, but when 
performed with irony and humor 
by a big drag queen, they are 
miraculously redeemed. 

Musty also threw a couple of 
original numbers into the set, “I

bouncy New Wave ditty she wrote

one worn by Slick on the cover of 
Jefferson Airplane’s Surrealistic 
Pillow. 

Between songs, Musty kept 
trying to draw parallels between 
’60s psychedelic rock and ’90s al¬ 
ternative rock. “Doesn’t today’s 
rock ’n’ roll remind you of the 
’60s?” she would ask, only to be 
met with silence each time. That 
inane banter was quickly forgot¬ 
ten, however, once she launched 
into her versions of some recent 
alt-rock ballads, Live’s “Lighten¬ 
ing Crashes” and Soundgarden’s 
“Black Hole Sun.” Musty treated 


for Human Sexual Response, a 
band she was in back in the early 
’80s; and “I Wanna Be Your Cow,” 
a twisted take on the Stooges’ 
proto-punk classic, “I Wanna Be 
Your Dog.” After screaming lyrics 
like “I’d get transplants for you,” 
she crept into the audience on all 
fours, letting loose with the pierc¬ 
ing moos of a cow that sounded 
like it had just been flipped over 
by a bunch of high school jocks. 
Moments like this made me won¬ 
der if Musty had more in com¬ 
mon with Bond’s crazed Kiki after 
all. ▼

The first draft 
was completed by Lacy and local 
playwright Sara Felder more than 
three years ago. 

“When it came time to work¬ 
shop the piece and do serious 
rewriting,” says Lacy, “Sara was 
unavailable. I had directed a play 
by Mercilee Jenkins, of TailSpin- 
ners, and thought she might be 
interested in the project. Lee’s pre¬ 
vious work was mostly based on 
oral histories, so this was a chance 
for her to work differently.” 

Some may wonder why any¬ 
body would pay to see a play of a 
novel instead of reading the book, 
but Lacy explains that Tango is not 
one of those “instead-of ’ situations. 

“Seeing a play is a communal 
experience. The novel raises ques¬ 
tions of identity and has a clear 
sense of community,” Lacy ex¬ 
plains, “so the connection is obvi¬ 
ous. Diane Wasnak plays Nell 
Fury all the way through, but the 
other actors — Joan Mankin, Au¬ 
drey Smith, Ruth Cox, and Brian 
Freeman — play at least four 
characters each. The actors play 
people of both genders, so we do a 
lot of fooling around with gender 
identity and sexual orientation.” 

Lacy’s background is in clown¬ 
ing and the circus. After stints at 
home and on tour with Make-A- 
Circus and Piccadilly, Lacy made 
the move to theatre as a director. 
“Mark [Kennedy, who composed 
original music for Tango], Joan 
and I founded Miracle Theatre 
because,” Lacy explains, “we want¬ 
ed to deal with text as a bigger 
part of a puzzle that includes act¬ 
ing and physical work and music.” 

Tango certainly contains music 
and surprising physical feats, but 
text is also important. “We get the 
whole story through Nell,” Lacy 
states. “We only know what she 
knows, so if she’s misled, we are, 
too. We get to see what people do 
to become who they really are. 
Who people really are is always an 
issue in a mystery, even though 
that who changes constantly and 
is, ultimately, not a knowable 
thing. Identity is unstable, both in 
the world of the play and in the 
world.” 

Lacy explains that the play is 
not camp, but neither is it strictly 
realistic. “The acting is really styl¬ 
ized, the piece is Brechtian. It’s al¬ 
most Paul Sills’ Ttory Theatre,” 
she laughs, “but with lots more 
gender-bending and cross-dress¬ 
ing. I hope people will come be¬ 
cause it’s fun to watch.” ▼

She’s gotta be her

A lmost before Roslyn Kind sets foot on the stage of the New 
Orleans Room in the Fairmont Hotel, she has to prove to her 
audience that she is more than Barbra Streisand’s little sister. 
The singer knows that many in the audience are there precisely be¬ 
cause of her celebrated sibling, which only makes her work harder 
to establish her own identity as a performer. 

At first glance, the resemblance between Kind and Streisand 
(same mother, different fathers) is strong. Kind is pretty in a way 
that Streisand is not, but there’s a striking family resemblance in 
the mouth and the eyes. When Kind begins her first number, David 
Friedman’s touching “Listen to My Heart,” the audience begins to 
buzz. Yes, she sounds like her sister, but there are differences. Kind’s 
range is lower and more limited, her interpretations are similar to 
Streisand’s but without ail the ostentatious ornamentation. 

With the assured piano accompaniment and musical direction of 
Michael Orland, Kind puts forth confidence and sincerity, qualities a 
cabaret performer cannot do without Kind has been in show business 
for nearly 30 years and knows how to deal with her sister’s looming 
specter with skill and humor. After two introductory ballads to prove 
her metde, Kind turns in profile while Orland begins to play “Peo¬ 
ple.” Kind sings the first few words of the song, turns to the audience 
and says, “Scary, huh?” After playing with her sister’s trademark song, 
Kind breaks into an amusing version of “I Gotta Be Me,” during which 
she flubs the chorus: "I gotta be her... me, 1 gotta be me.” The audi¬ 
ence eats it up. While Kind is belting out the final notes and staking 
out her own identity, Orland veers from the song’s melody and plays 
the finale of “Don’t Rain on My Parade.” It’s a smart way for Kind to 
acknowledge Barbra and effectively push her aside. 

Kind’s next number, “Come What May,” is a much more 
“Roslyn” way to assert her identity. In it she sings, “I’ll never be 
afraid of who I am and who I am not, come what may.” It’s a quiet, 
vocally assured moment that defines Kind’s performing personal¬ 
ity: good-humored, at ease and refreshingly independent. 

Before the show’s end. Kind makes one more detour into self-ef¬ 
facing humor. “My sister Barbra’s rich, famous and powerful,” Kind 
sings, rifling off a well-known tune. “I’m left here schlepping through 
my life like the rest of you.” Truth is, she’s not schlepping. Roslyn 
Kind is a talented singer who has come into her own as a performer 
in her own right. ▼ 


Kinder is better 


Babs' little sis no sob sister

jg f you’re Diana Kind’s daugh- 
ter, you sing. 

H You know about the daugh¬ 
ter Diana had with Emmanuel 
Streisand. Barbra sang and look at 
her now. You may not, however, 
know about the daughter Diana 
had with Louis Kind. Like her 
older sister, Roslyn also sings, but 
she is still, as she puts it, waiting 
for her lucky star to ascend. 

Over lunch at the Fairmont, 
where Roslyn Kind is performing 
her cabaret act in the New Or¬ 
leans Room, the singer discussed 
her journey from a shy, over¬ 
weight Brooklyn kid to the spiri¬ 
tually assured, self-confident per¬ 
former she is today. It’s been a 
long road for Kind, one that has 
taken her from an ill-fated RCA 
recording contract straight out of 
high school, to odd jobs on TV 
(she attempted a pilot that ulti¬ 
mately went nowhere), to stage 
appearances in New York and, fi¬ 
nally, to a career on the nation¬ 
wide cabaret and concert circuit. 
Everywhere she goes, she is billed, 
much to her dismay, as “Barbra 
Streisand’s little sister.” 

“People want me to go out 
there and be Barbra Streisand,” 
Kind says over her club sandwich. 
“Then they say, well, she’s no Bar¬ 
bra. Even when I audition people 
say, she doesn’t have her sister’s 
pipes. You know what, we. don’t

have the same pipes. We have dif¬ 
ferent ranges. I’m not claiming to 
be her. I’m just as good, and I have 
my own quality. What’s wrong 
with two? Why can’t there be 
room for both?” 

Kind says that she is close with 
her sister and very supportive. “I 
can be wonderfully there for my 
sister, be on my feet applauding 
and thinking she’s fabulous,” Kind 
explains. “When she was doing her 
concerts she was so scared and I 
told her: ‘You can do it! When I go 
out there I’m facing people who 
are saying, okay, kid, show me. You 
don’t have that. Their mouths are 
hanging open just to hear a note. 
How can you be scared?”’ 

It felt funny, me, the little sis¬ 
ter, telling her that. She’s im¬ 
pressed that I love live performing 
so much, that I’m not scared of 
making a mistake. I tell her to stop 
trying for such perfection because 
it doesn’t exist.” 

Kind, who is 45 (nine years 
younger than Streisand), always 
loved to sing. Because of her shy¬ 
ness, which she attributes to her 
weight (“when other kids weighed 
60 pounds, I weighed 120”) and 
her parents’ separation when she 
was four, Kind says she retreated to 
the bathroom to sing show tunes 
in front of the mirror. “That was 
how I found my security,” she says. 

Then, at the age of 13, her older 
sister suddenly became a Broadway 
star in Funny Girl, and all those 
thoughts of becoming a math 
teacher were banished: now all she 
wanted to be was a star. “Barbra’s 
success showed me that it could be 
done,” Kind says. “It was no longer 
a jnystery or something out of 
reach. My happiness was in singing 
and performing. Later on I realized 
that this happiness came from 
sharing part of my experience with 
other people, finding what we have 
in common.” 

The transition from the young 
singer struggling with her own 
identity into a trim, attractive 45- 
year-old confident performer has 
taken the better part of the last 
two decades and has been aided, 
Kind says, by her metaphysical 
studies and a connection with Ju¬ 
daism. Raised a conservative Jew, 
Kind now practices Reformed Ju¬ 
daism because, she says, she feels 
it’s important to deal with the is¬ 
sues of today, especially AIDS. 

Kind, who lives in Los Angeles 
with her 87-year-old mother, con¬ 
siders herself a spiritual person 
who has finally found her reason 
for being. “As part of my meta¬ 
physical studies, I had a past-life 
regression and found out that I 
was not meant to be this major 
recording artist who doesn’t even 
know who she is. I was meant to 
become a whole person. I had to 
grow first then come back with a 
sense of what I want to share with 
people. My own struggle — learn¬ 
ing who I was, gaining my own 
self-respect and self-confidence 
— that’s what I want to share.” 

After nearly 30 years in show 
business, Kind struggles — most 
often successfully — to remain 
optimistic and positive. “You 
know, you keep at it, trying hard 
from the depth of your soul, and 
there are people who want to step 
on you if you don’t believe in 
yourself enough. You get discour¬ 
aged and can become bitter. I’ve 
thrown my hands in the air and 
cried and questioned, but I didn’t 
give up. I gained perspective. I 
gained insight.” ▼

Carnal blossoms 

'The Rose Tattoo'

H may be too young to remem¬ 
ber the first Empress of San 
H Francisco, but I can say that in 
all the time that has passed be¬ 
tween that first empery and now 
there has never been a local pro¬ 
duction of Tennessee Williams’ 
The Rose Tattoo. Until, that is, last 
year, when, prompted by a New 
York revival, the Actor’s Theatre 
mounted the play in their inti¬ 
mate Sutter Street theatre. Now, 
ACT has brought its expertise to 
the show, and the result is a win¬ 
ning production that lets the 
play’s sexy life force emerge. 

Williams called The Rose Tat¬ 
too his “love-play to the world.” It 
was inspired by his relationship 
with Frank Merlo, who remained 
Williams’ partner for many years. 
The intimacy he shared with 
Merlo was life-affirming and, ul¬ 
timately, it gave him a vigor he’d 
never known before in his life. 


Many of these positive feelings 
found their way into Rose, which 
tells the story of newly widowed 
Serafina delle Rose, whose grief 
over her loss is so great she is ren¬ 
dered nearly lifeless as a result, be¬ 
coming an unkempt, wine-guz- 
zling wreck of her former life-lov¬ 
ing self. Her restoration to a full- 
spirited woman is, of course, 
brought about by a man (a strap¬ 
ping specimen at that), but more 
specifically, by the awakening in 
her of long-stifled sexual urges. 
It’s a universally important mes¬ 
sage, one that is especially 
poignant for gay viewers who, be¬ 
cause of AIDS, understand wid¬ 
owhood. But there is another 
message here, one that comes di¬ 
rectly from the playwright’s own 
gay experience, namely that sex 
plays an important role in life, 
that it is, perhaps, the key to life’s 
rejoicing itself. 

There are many reasons to see 
this Rose, not least of which is 
Kathleen Widdoes’ Serafina. Wid- 


does is simply marvelous, com¬ 
mingling religious and sexual hys¬ 
teria, coyly responding to ardent 
wooing, and grappling with the 
problem of restraining her stage 
daughter’s budding sexuality as 
she herself carnally blossoms. 

Marco Barricelli is also excel¬ 
lent as Alvaro, the new man in 
Serafina’s life. I liked Tina Jones, 
as Serafina’s daughter Rose, more 
than I have before, but why cast 
an adult as a teenager? Neverthe¬ 
less, her work here is more subtle 
and varied than in the past, so 
perhaps readers should ignore my 
lack of faith in her talent. I didn’t 
much care for the last young 
woman to receive such high expo¬ 
sure at ACT, and she turned out to 
be Annette Bening. 

But the actor who steals the 
show is young Michael DeGood, 
who brings surprising freshness to 
the part of Jack, the horny, 18- 
year-old sailor boy who must 
choose between sex or sensibility.

ored the family. “He has to die,” 
says father, “because life doesn’t 
allow enemies to live side by side.” 
The elder Tempio then forces Ray 
to shoot the man. In Ferrara’s 
world, the roots of male madness 
run deep — the boys’ father even¬ 
tually goes mad and kills himself. 

Ray is an uncomfortable patri¬ 
arch, constantly questioning why 
he lives the way he does but help¬ 
less to stop. In what plays almost 
as a homoerotic interlude, he 
teases one of Johnny’s possible 
killers, a thug named Gaspare 
(Benicio Del Toro), with death. 
After an elaborate cat-and-mouse 
game that includes Ray’s philo¬ 
sophical commentary on free will 
versus determinism, he decides 
not to kill him, and the warmth 
of Ray’s seeming forgiveness and 
Gaspare’s gratitude ripples 
through the scene. This cama¬ 
raderie, which temporarily tran¬ 
scends the boundaries between 
“enemy” and “friend,” is at the 
heart of the film. 

In Ferrara’s films, male charac¬ 
ters inhabit a determinist world, 
enacting brief scenarios of purga¬ 
tive violence and male bonding. 
But his men also long for salva¬ 
tion. In Bad Lieutenant, Harvey 
Keitel is so spiritually overboard 
that he hallucinates images of a 
bleeding Christ. There’s nothing 
quite that over-the-top in The Fu¬ 
neral (unless we count Chez’s reli¬ 
gion-inflected rape), but evidence 
of the failure of religion to rescue 
these grown-up little kids is every¬ 
where, from Ray’s tortured mono¬ 
logues to a priest’s quiet denunci¬ 
ation of the Tempio family as 
godless. And as if to underscore 
the futility of religious yearning, 
the film is cluttered with religious 
icons, from Clara’s (Isabella 
Rosselini) pathetic plaster saints 
to the cross above her bed that 
Ferrara immediately cuts to after 
her husband has finished raping 
the young girl. 

The Funeral’s female charac¬ 
ters offer a brief reasoning influ¬ 
ence. Ray’s wife Jean (Annabella 
Sciorra) complains bitterly about 
the toy guns her own kids play 
with — “gimme the guns ... the 
goddamn guns.” And Clara 
spends most of her time soothing 
the mad Chez. But ultimately Fer¬ 
rara’s families are just a flimsy 
line of defense against the male 
desire for martyrdom and self- 
destruction, a wish this film 
grants. T

gnettes that mix present and past. 

The three brothers alternate 
their time between each other, 
their respective broods, and the 
enforcement of the family busi¬ 
ness — selling protection. Ray 
(Christopher Walken) is the old¬ 
est and the leader by default. His 
middle brother, Chez (Chris 
Penn), who runs a speakeasy, is 
too unbalanced to run the opera¬ 
tion, though he shows skill at en¬ 
forcement. Johnny lacks faith in 
the old world ways; his main ex¬ 
tracurricular activity, besides 
screwing women, is attending 
Communist meetings and ques¬ 
tioning the ultra-violent world he 
inhabits. The plot hangs on a 
simple hook — Johnny has been 
murdered, and the remaining 
brothers, especially Ray, make it 
their goal to find the killer and 
exact revenge. Ferrara uses this 
tack to explore a wide range of 
modern pathologies. 

In this more insular version of 
The Godfather, the brothers have 


strong family bonds that their 
own self-destructive ways con¬ 
stantly threaten to break. Chez is 
called “that fuckin’ crackpot” 
early on, and his alternately 
crazed and smiling reaction to his 
brother’s dead body shows how 
true this is. Like many of Ferrara’s 
human wrecks, Chez is obsessed 
with hell and damnation. At a 
private party, he picks up a girl 
who looks no more than 16. After 
briefly kissing her, he insists that 
she leave. But the girl is jaded 
enough to ask for money in ex¬ 
change for sex. Chez turns the ta¬ 
bles by offering her more than 
she asked for, after which he then 
brutally rapes her for taking it. He 
raves about “the devil” and 
screams, “You took twenty — you 
sold your soul!” 

Chez, like his brothers, is lost 
in a spiritual limbo that the story 
traces back to their childhood. In 
a flashback, we see the boys’ fa¬ 
ther bring them to a grimy ware¬ 
house for a “life lesson.” Tempio

O ne of Billie Holliday’s most 
melancholy tunes, “Gloomy 
Sunday,” plays over the 
opening credits of Abel Ferrara’s 
powerfully acted new film, one of 
his best, The Funeral.

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Dancing earth 

Margaret Jenkins' 'Fault' makes whoopee with seismology

% I horeographer Margaret 
Jenkins knows when some- 
w thing no longer works. By 
diat of shrewd pragmatism and 
endless adaptability, she has sur¬ 
vived as a dancemaker where oth¬ 
ers have failed. When she outgrew 
her first space on Bryant Street, 
the choreographer moved into a 
sunny upstairs loft on 15th Street, 
where, for years, she and her 
dancers thrived until rising costs 
forced them out. Then, in the 
early ’80s, Jenkins bought the 
New Performance Gallery with 
ODC/San Francisco. When that 
space grew financially onerous, 
Jenkins divested herself of that 
capital burden. Now she rents 
space, picks up dancers for specif¬ 
ic projects, and focuses her 
fundraising on new work. Like 
Twyla Tharp and David Gordon, 
Jenkins has learned that the idea 
of the dance company as a corpo¬ 
rate institution doesn’t work in 
the downsized ’90s. As further ev¬ 
idence of her survival skills, Jenk¬ 
ins has forged a comfortable rela¬ 
tionship with UC Berkeley’s Cen¬ 
ter for Theater Arts, where she 
and her dancers are in long-term 
residence. Once again, the chore¬ 
ographer has landed on her feet 


and made lemonade. 

Mixing metaphors? All in a 
day’s work for Jenkins. Metaphor 
saturated her stunning epic The 
Gates (Far Away Near), a collabo¬ 
rative dance built around themes 
of community, urbanism, and ex¬ 
quisitely nuanced gestures. And 
metaphor is even heavier in Jenk¬ 
ins’ latest piece, Fault, which had 
its world premiere last week at UC 
Berkeley’s Zellerbach Playhouse. 
The ever-shifting earth, seeming¬ 
ly quiet but teeming with uncon¬ 
trollable forces inside, needs no 
introduction in the Bay Area, and 
we must credit Jenkins’ superb 
imagination for seeing in geology 
rich possibilities for abstract 
dance. 

Fault begins with a solo by 
company veteran and co-choreo¬ 
grapher Ellie Klopp. The two 
women execute a languid gestural 
duet set against David Welles’ 
back-projections of black-and- 
white rock formations, images 
that, while not completely unin¬ 
teresting, oppressively dominate 
the scene. As the dance unfolds, 
the message of life against all odds 
is well-taken. But when the pro¬ 
jections are turned off, leaving the 
background white, the effect is as 
much a relief on the eyes as it is 
on the dance.

He’s gotta be him

John Barr — A Small Affair 
(Dress Circle Records) 



O f women cabaret per¬ 
formers there has 
never been a shortage, 
but when it comes to men 
the numbers have never been 
high. Enter John Barr, a fresh 
import from the British Isles 
who is doing his part to keep 
cabaret male-vocalist friend¬ 
ly. Barr has performed in 
such major British musicals as Les Miserables, Aspects of Love , an 
Oscar Wilde musical called, you guessed it, Oscar , and the Noel 
Coward revue, Cowardy Custard. 

Barr’s debut album, A Small Affair, showcases this impressive 
performer’s robust talents, and even more, it displays a singer who 
is able to distinguish himself by choosing truly interesting materi¬ 
al from the world of musical theater. 

Among the 15 songs on the album, the 30-year-old Barr in¬ 
cludes the requisite American masters: Sondheim (“Do I Hear a 
Waltz” and “Everybody Says Don’t”) as well as Gershwin (a de¬ 
lightful “I’ll Build a Stairway to Paradise”) and Kern (“Yesterdays”). 

But the gems on the album come from unexpected places. The 
Bard gets a fetching musical treatment in “Take O Take Those Lips 
Away,” fro.m the Royal Shakespeare Company’s 1994 production of 
Measure for Measure, and the touching “A World Without You” 
comes from Stephen Schwartz’s London flop Children of Eden. 

Aside from resurrecting songs from obscure musicals, Barr takes 
several selections from new and — at least to us Americans — un¬ 
known shows. “Now I’ve Seen You” and “Sands of Time,” both by 
the team of George Stiles and Antony Drewes, are from the musi¬ 
cals The Ugly Duckling and Tutankhamun respectively. Both songs 
are given winning treatment by Barr, who also includes a poignant 
song from Oscar, “Love Under Pressure,” by James Clutton and 
Damian Landi. 

The album’s standout cut, however, is not from a show at all, 
though it sounds as if it were fresh from the West End or Broadway. 
Glyn Kerslake’s Fly, dedicated to the composer’s favorite music 
teacher, is a wonderful bit of dramatic inspiration beautifully suit¬ 
ed to Barr’s rich baritone. 

With expert piano accompaniment by five different pianists, 
John Barr’s first foray into cabaret recording bodes well for his fu¬ 
ture. Barr performed at last month’s Cabaret Convention in New 
York and will be performing at the Plush Room in the York Hotel 
through Nov, 9. Call 885-2800 for more information. T 



David Lang and Alvin Curran, is 
performed live by the Paul Dresh- 
er Ensemble. It is spare in the be¬ 
ginning but becomes more com¬ 
plex., involving, before the final 
stasis of earth and dance, some¬ 
thing akin to a bee-infested air¬ 
plane engine, a metronome, chil¬ 
dren playing in a schoolyard, and 
billiard balls smashing against 
each other. The Dresher Ensem¬ 
ble, consisting of guitar, violin, 
bassoon, percussion and key¬ 
board, contributes more overtly 
harmonic passages that some¬ 
times sound pulsing and urgent, 
sometimes quiet and eerie. Lang 
and Curran’s score is a satisfying 
event all by itself. 

Fault is filled with stops and 
starts, calm and clutter. Jenkins’ 
trademark choreographic density 
is apparent throughout. The eye 
does not always know where to 
look as dancers stop on a dime, 
support and repel, and hoist each 
other far over their heads. 
Whether rattling or quiet, frenet¬ 
ic or still, the music and move¬ 
ment are charged with energy and 
tension. Only some low-key quiv¬ 
ering and gentle tugging of one 
dancer on another seem contrived 
and too literal. Most often, 
though, the dancers are as ele¬ 
mental and restless as the earth it¬ 
self. 

In the second half, dancers ap¬ 
pear in sheer white costumes that 
evoke images of stalactites. When 
a dancer stands alone under a pale 
blue light, she appears as a lone 


figure lost in a vast wilderness. 
With allusions to tribal support 
and ancestral voices, the post-in¬ 
termission dance is both more 
human and less dynamic than 
what precedes it. Fault quiets 
down and the dancers appear 
more vulnerable, as if culture it¬ 
self has stepped in to separate na¬ 
ture from civilization. 

Some might find this finger- 
nails-on-chalkboard stuff. For 
others it is a blessed world of pos¬ 


sibilities wherein the final collab¬ 
orator is the observer who applies 
his/her own meaning to the 
whole. Whatever one takes away 
from Fault, though, there’s no 
doubting that Jenkins takes a 
uniquely mature look at thought 
and movement. In her two-plus 
decades of dancemaking, she has 
never been one to trade in plati¬ 
tudes or easy entertainment.

How does polyfidelity affect your 
principal relationship? 

You have to let go of your fears.

It also makes you let go of try¬ 
ing to control everything. You can 
keep putting things back in order, 
but you can’t control stuff.

It’s not a fail¬ 
ure, it’s just that it did its time. Au¬ 
tumn doesn’t last forever. That it 
happened at all is a miracle. 

Jeannine is also a polyfidele. 

She’s also an artist. So we support 
one another’s art. She doesn’t get 
mad at me when I want to work 
on my book obsessively, because 
she’s painting obsessively. So we 
say, I’ll meet you at the corner. We 
both really support each other’s 
passion that way. 

Building a home together is a 
huge thing. To find someone who 
you can live with, who doesn’t 
fuss at you and with whom you 
can work out the housekeeping 
details. We have a commitment to 
one another to give pleasure to 
one another as much as we can. 
To tell each other the truth, to be 
as honest as we can. And not to 
leave by the back door. 

So you're both involved now with 
other people? 

Yes. I’m with somebody in San 
Francisco who’s married to a 
man. And then I have long-dis¬ 
tance lovers.

it or living it in order to write the 
book. It was kind of both. All my 
books are that way. They’re writ¬ 
ten about something I want to 
know about. I make some money 
if I’m lucky. And then I get over it. 

But you're still polyfidele? 

Oh yes, but now if anyone’s inter¬ 
ested in me I just give them my 
book. And there’s no nonsense. 
They know what I like. You get 
tired all the time of talking. Even I 
do. Also, you have to kind of write 
it out so you get it. 

I happened to be in a relation¬ 
ship of what I call “mutual decep¬ 
tion.” I couldn’t figure out what 
was the matter with it exactly. I 
wasn’t lying to my partner about 
it, but the woman I was with was 
lying to her partner and they had 
an agreement that they would lie 
to one another.

Is polyfidelity for everyone? 

I think people have relationship 
orientations the way they have 
sexual orientations.

With monogamy, you have to be 
constantly on tLie watch — and 
jealousy’s rewarded, whereas in 
polyfidelity, you try to grow out of 
it, try to understand it. That took 
me a long time, to understand 
mine. Jealousy’s really complex. 

How does your Buddhist practice 
support your polyfidelity? 

The idea in Buddhism of non- 
possessiveness. And certainly in 
Zen of not trying to control 
someone. You can hardly manage 
your own emotions and body, 
why would you dare to own 
someone else’s? In Buddhism the 
idea is to wake up — and what 
can wake you up more than rela¬ 
tionships? If one wakes you up, 
two is really going to wake you up.

And 
so why would you limit that? And

gpi rom her tiny office at the 
ip back of the bookstore and li- 
1! brary in the basement of the 
Zen Center on Page Street, author 
Celeste West radiates a wild and 
kindly vitality. I first came under 
her spell as a Thursday night vol¬ 
unteer, reshelving books and refil¬ 
ing catalogue cards. The beguiling 
notes she’d leave made me smile 
with my heart, magically trans¬ 
forming my dusty duties into a 
labor of love. 

Not surprising then to discov¬ 
er that Celeste is an authority on 
Eros, the pleasures of relation¬ 
ships, and the heretofore unwrit¬ 
ten rules of lesbian love games. 
She has followed up her popular 
Lesbian Love Advisor: The Sweet & 
Savory Arts of Lesbian Courtship 
with a book whose subtitle is even 
longer — Lesbian Polyftdelity: a 
Pleasure Guide for All Women 
Whose Hearts are Open to Multi¬ 
ple Sensualoves, or, How to Keep 
Nonmonogamy Safe, Sane, Honest 
& Laughing, You Rogue! 

“Fifty-three and glad of it,” the 
silver-haired native of Pocatello, 
Idaho is a disarming mix of subtle 
influences. From her father comes 
her fey Celtic wit and wordplay. 
Southern gallantry and a strong 
sense of storyline are courtesy her 
mother’s mother. Zen irony and 
compassion she first encountered 
in Issan, the late drag-queen- cum- 
monk of the Hartford Street 
zendo. Her radical lesbian femi¬ 
nism is vintage ’70s. And her 
openness of mind only 30 years in 
San Francisco could confer. 

Why did you write this book? 


To subsidize my curiosity. There’s 
not a lot [of books] out about 
how to be a polyfidele. I figured I 
would get a Ph.D. in polyfidelity. I 
got an MA in lesbian relationships 
when I wrote Lesbian Love Advi¬ 
sor. The most letters I got were on 
the chapter I did on break-ups 
and the one on what I then called 
“pluralism.” I talked about that as 
a viable way of living, not some 
sort of moral decrepitude. 

What did the letters say? 

People were delighted I had not 
pathologized non-monogamy. 
People wanted a discussion about 
this. I don’t put a lot of credence 
in surveys, but I found out, from 
my little survey of 500 people, 
that one in five lesbians were liv¬ 
ing this way. The Advocate, which 
did 8,000 women, got the same 
statistic. 

Then why is polyfidelity still 
taboo? 

There’s this hypocrisy that’s so 
pervasive. There’s a lot of pressure 
to conform. There’s a lot of fear 
about what will happen if you’re a 
polyfidele. So if someone sees 
someone else doing it, she wants 
to shut it out and say that person’s 
a slut — morally inferior because 
she’s willing to have multiple rela¬ 
tionships. That’s what blew me 
away in my survey. People I inter¬ 
viewed were honest among them¬ 
selves, but 70 percent of them did 
not tell other people! 

You've been engaging in some 
very intimate sociology.

Rough Justice by Claire

E xcept for a brief aberration 
— the Arizona year — I’ve 
always lived near large bod¬ 
ies of water. Stirring tales of the 
sea have a certain primal appeal. 
Claire Youman’s Rough Justice is 
set in a small coastal town near 
Seattle, where the residents have 
learned to maintain a wary peace ’ 


with the ocean and each other. 
When a freak storm churns up a 
missing boat and a murdered 
body, the ambitious Deputy Pros¬ 
ecutor, Janet Schilling, sees a 
chance to do good, for herself. 
The chief suspect happens to be 
Janet’s ex, Catherine Adams, with 
whom there is plenty of unfin¬ 
ished business. Add a beautiful 
stranger to the mix, one washed 
ashore when caught in the great 
storm, and you have mystery 
aplenty. 

Youmans admirably conjures 
the feel of a raging ocean storm, 
and the terror it engenders in 
those caught in its midst.

ing, without drowning the read¬ 
er in too much activity.

Shoeless 
and clueless

The Well-Heeled Murders by 
Cherry Hartman; Spinsters, 
$10.95 

C onsider the problem of the 
amateur detective. How 
does an author create a be¬ 
lievable reason for her or his 
sleuth to become involved in an 
official police investigation of a 
murder? I submit that the sce¬ 
nario devised by first novelist 
Cherry Hartman is so far beyond 
credible that the light from credi¬ 
ble won’t touch it for a billion 
light years. Morgan McRain finds 
a murder victim. She is briefly 


considered to be a suspect, then 
invited to come along on all inter¬ 
views with witnesses and suspects. 
Why, you ask? Because the closet¬ 
ed detective, Sam, has the hots for 
Donald, the brother of Morgan’s 
lover. Oh, yeah, that certainly 
meets the test of credulity - I 
think not. 

The rest of this piece of tripe is 
as awful as the unbelievable invi¬ 
tation to the amateur detective. 
All of the characters, from pre¬ 
school aged Priss, daughter of 
April, Morgan’s lover, to possible 
suspects Corky, Maude, Walter 
and Darrell, to the deeply in love 
April and Morgan, to the soon-to- 
be deeply in love Donald and 
Sam, are identical. They talk alike; 
they walk alike; they are inter¬ 
changeable. Among the whole 
gang, you could not find a com¬ 
plete personality. These people 
have no character, not even any 
characteristics. 

I can hear you saying that you 
don’t read a murder mystery for 
the characters, you read it for the 
mystery, for the thrill of matching 
wits with a clever dick or a diabol¬ 
ical villain. Not in The Well-Heeled 
Murders , you don’t. The writing is 
on the level of “see Spot run,” but 
lacking its dramatic tension. 
Readers are given no clues, false or 
true, nothing to lead us to the 
possibility of a solution. We are 
kept in the dark until what 
seemed to me to be an illegal 
search of a suspect’s house leads 
us to the bad guy. The Well-Heeled 
Murders is moronic, tedious, an¬ 
noying and in serious need of 
being re-souled.

Hollywood on ice 

Tinseltown museum more tricks than magic

H ollywood Boulevard is one 
of those broken dream 
thoroughfares. The stars’ 
names still shine on the sidewalk, 
but even with urban renewal ef¬ 
forts (like adding glitter to the as¬ 
phalt), the veneer is undercut by 
ever-present packs of punk rock 
runaways, tattooed hookers, obese 
tourists, and the knowledge of the 
sinking LA subway they’ve been 
trying to build under this street 
for years. 

Still, there is nothing like a mu¬ 
seum to spruce up the credibility 
of a neighborhood. The latest ef¬ 
fort in the Boulevard upgrade is 
the Hollywood Entertainment 
Museum, a glitzy, multimedia tes¬ 
tament to Tinseltown’s history 
and influence. This formidable, 
neon-trimmed institution Fills a 
former food court beneath a cine- 
plex. It’s less than a block away 
from the Chinese Theatre, but the 
feel of the museum complex is less 
classic Hollywood than a cool, 
clean strip mall facsimile thereof. 

The museum’s main exhibi¬ 
tion area introduces visitors to the 
concept of “the business.” A large 
statue of the Goddess of Enter¬ 
tainment, an Oscar-like cartoon 
character wearing a stole made of 
film stock, looms over this cav¬ 
ernous room. A miniature of the 
famous Hollywood sign is tucked 
into the rafters. 

In this first gallery I perused 
video and artifact displays on the 
history of film technology, spe¬ 
cial-effects make-up, a Marilyn 
Monroe gown, Ernie Kovacs’ 
props, and vintage tubes of foun¬ 
dation from the Max Factor col¬ 
lection. There are kiosks with 
audio quotes — accessible via 
telephones — from film legends 
like Katherine Hepburn, Martin 
Scorsese, and Cecil B. DeMille. I 
spotted in a nearby vitrine the ac¬ 
tual golden calf statuette from The 
Ten Commandments. It was sur¬ 
prisingly petite and a bit chipped, 
but still an object to worship. 

As I proceeded to do so, the 
lights dimmed, and the room 
filled with the surround-sound 
strains of John Williams scores 
and a galaxy of projected film 
clips and search light beams. This 
ten-minute media overload was a 
quick history of the movies — 
Charlie Chaplin, Jaws, Gloria 
Swanson in Sunset Boulevard — 
that is hardly comprehensive but 
looks and sounds fabulous. 

If that sound and light show 
celebrates Hollywood product, 
the museum’s next section gives 
visitors a behind-the-scenes peek 
at the less glamorous work that 
makes a blockbuster. There’s a be¬ 
lievable recreation of a prop room 
and well-stocked wardrobe de¬ 
partment. A little farther along are 
sets from a Star Trek movie and 
the Cheers sitcom saloon, back lot 
attractions that are not my idea of 
Hollywood magic. 

Like most modern museums, 
The Hollywood Museum has an 
educational program to address 
community concerns. Here it 
comes in the form of an annex 
with engaging exhibits that give 
job-seeking youths a sense of ca¬ 
reer possibilities in the film in¬ 
dustry. An editing suite display 
boasts a system used on the I Love 
Lucy series, and a later model em¬ 
ployed to cut Casino. Another 
more wacky exhibit reveals the 
duties of foleys, who enhance film 
sound by making horse galloping

noises by pounding on their 
chests. Visitors can test their own 
abilities by adding sounds to a 
silent film called Chicken Detec¬ 
tives. If they were showing the 
movie a couple of blocks east, it 
would have porn video connota¬ 
tions, but here it just reminds how 


so much of this business is man- 
behind-the-curtain stuff. ▼

Milkmen 


Michael Korie and Stewart Wallace 
make history with 'Harvey Milk'

H arvey Milk is not the first 
collaboration of librettist 
Michael Korie and com¬ 
poser Stewart Wallace. In 1989, 
the two thirtysomething New 
Yorkers crafted Where’s Dick?, a 
dark comedy that received its 
world premiere at the Texas 
Opera Theater later that year. 
Subsequently they crafted the rit¬ 
ual work Kabbalah, followed by 
the chamber opera Hopper’s Wife, 
about painter Edward Hopper 
and columnist Hedda Hopper. 
Composer and librettist have also 
worked on an opera based on 
Sarah Schulman's People in Trou¬ 
ble, set in the age of AIDS, but the 
work has been temporarily 
shelved. 

One day last August I met with 
Korie and Wallace separately in 
New York to discuss Harvey Milk. 
Though the weather was unre¬ 
lentingly hot, my subjects, un¬ 
daunted by the heat, were as in¬ 
triguing and open as the opera 
they have created.

Michael Korie is Harvey Milk’s 
hazel-eyed librettist. He lives with 
his lover of 20 years, Ivan Sygoda, 
in a comfortable, high-ceilinged 
brownstone filled with books and 
antiques on New York’s Upper 
West Side. 

Andrew Velez: When did you 
begin working on Harvey Milk, 
and how long was the whole 
process of its realization? 

Michael Korie: We settled on the 
idea in 1991. It was commissioned 
by three companies — the Hous¬ 
ton Grand Opera, New York City 
Opera, and the San Francisco 
Opera. Houston Grand Opera 
General Director David Gockley 
was the impetus, but he had to 
find two partners, because it’s too 
expensive to do a new opera all by 
yourself. 

How did you and Stewart begin 
working together? 

I used to write music myself, and 
I had done a musical that folded 
out of town, and I was disgusted 


because I didn’t feel I had any 
artistic control. About that time, I 
met Stewart Wallace. I had never 
thought of writing librettos to op¬ 
eras, and I liked the sweep of his 
music and the way he thought. It 
just clicked. 

When I saw Harvey Milk at the 
New York City Opera, I had a 
hard time hearing it clearly. 

So did I. It was out of control. 
Christopher Keene, the conduc¬ 
tor, was dying. (Keene died of 
AIDS a short time later.) The 
whole period of rehearsals was a 
nightmare. I took up smoking 
again, after having given it up for 
ten years. We came to New York 
and found that everything had 
turned to shit. It’s just a lesson in 
how important the conductor is 
to holding a piece together. In 
Houston [where the opera had its 
world premiere in January 1995] 
we had the kind of rehearsal peri¬ 
od which approximated a work¬ 
shop, and it allowed us to make 
changes. Plus we had the sets and 
costumes and wigs and all that. In 
New York, the conductor couldn’t

conduct the piece — he hadn’t 
even attended more than two re¬ 
hearsals. 

How do you and Wallace collabo¬ 
rate? 

A collaboration is like a marriage 
— there are always tensions. We 
don’t make the mistake of social¬ 
izing. We keep our work together 
business-oriented. We talk every 
day and meet frequently. 

What was the motivation behind 
the creation of Harvey Milk? 

Harvey was a very complex man. 
He changed his life at 40 and went 
in a totally different direction, be¬ 
coming, in a mere eight years, a 
significant figure in a movement 
that changed history. Understand¬ 
ing Harvey meant understanding 
that there are two kinds of people 
in life — those who get smaller, 
and those who, like Harvey, open 
themselves up. 

As a librettist, how did you ap¬ 
proach researching this subject? 

Randy Shilts said the pieces Har¬ 
vey wrote weren’t that interesting. 
He even inferred that that Harvey 
didn’t write them himself. I spoke 
to Frank Robinson, who was Har¬ 
vey’s right-hand person, and he 
said they were mostly Harvey. 
Those columns were very impor¬ 
tant in terms of the evolution of 
his thinking. Along with the in¬ 
terviews I did, those columns 
were the most important source I 
found, because Milk got less and 
less flaky and more and more de¬ 
veloped as a political mind as he 
wrote them week after week. The 
columns Harvey Milk wrote are 
central to an understanding of his 
life and this opera.

Composer Stewart Wallace was 
born in Philadelphia but grew up 
in Texas. He lives in a casual 
Chelsea studio at the edge of New 
York’s Hudson River. 

Andrew Velez: Where did you 
study music? 

Stewart Wallace: I didn’t. I’m self- 
taught. 

Did you go to college? 

Yes, the University of Texas. For 
my thesis I wrote my first opera, 
an adaptation of Joyce’s A Portrait 
of the Artist as a Young Man. After 
that I realized that that was what I 
wanted to do. I’ve been writing 
music ever since I was nine years 
old. 

Why did you become involved in 
the making of Harvey Milk? 

The idea was presented to us by 
the Houston Grand Opera. At 
first when I was told “we have an 
idea for you,” I was a little an¬ 
noyed. But when I discovered that 
it was to write an opera about 
Harvey Milk my attitude changed. 
It seemed like a very natural 
thing. Here was a guy who be¬ 
lieved he could change the world, 
and he did. Harvey’s ideals and 
examples were something I could 
really sink my teeth into. The 
story is also an incredible tragedy. 

How did you approach the work, 
from a purely musical standpoint? 

One of the first musical notions I 
had about the piece was that I 
wanted to find a way to abstract in 
sound the very slow motion tra¬ 
jectory of the bullet. And the 
opera begins with these very long, 
bending brass lines that, at least 
for me, are representative of the 
bullets that killed Harvey Milk. 

At the same time I wanted to find

a way for all of the characters to 
have a musical signature. That 
was difficult with Harvey, because 
he changed so much, and there 
was such a difference between his 
public and private selves. In my 
music in general, there’s a very ag¬ 
gressive, rhythmic quality, which 
also seemed to me to speak to 
Harvey’s New York personality. 

There's a lot of music in the opera 
that sounds like Broadway. 

I don’t think it’s Broadway. Any¬ 
time anyone hears anything re¬ 
motely close to American music 
and it’s on a stage, they call it 
Broadway. The whole Castro 
scene is inspired by funk and 
James Brown. The parade at the 
end of the second act is a kind of 
a twisted Sousa march. The most 
fundamental things I changed 
were in the third act, which, orig¬ 
inally, I conceived as a concert re¬ 
quiem, which is very difficult to 
pull off in a long dramatic act. 
John Corigliano made helpful 
suggestions about how to simpli¬ 
fy the shape. 

What do you want people to take 
away from the experience of see¬ 
ing and hearing this work? 

To see what Harvey Milk was able 
to accomplish as a gay Jewish guy 
from New York running for poli¬ 
tics in San Francisco. 

I believe that art can change 
people. We saw this opera change 
people’s perspectives. A guy at my 
father’s hospital in Texas had 
never come out to his colleagues. 
He came openly with his lover, 
and the people at work whom he’d 
been uncomfortable with were 
also changed by this opera. V

Schumann, Debussy , and a strike?

I n the weeks prior to its Euro¬ 
pean tour, which begins this 
week, the San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony has been balancing con¬ 
tract negotiations with some hefty 
mainstays of the concert reper¬ 
toire. The Symphony’s current 


agreement expires on November 
23, while the orchestra is in Vien¬ 
na, but an unspoken agreement 
between players and management 
seems to guarantee a complete 
tour. 

That sense of concord has 
been apparent in the orchestra’s 
recent performances, in which 
Tilson Thomas and company 


have been injecting electricity into 
some pretty familiar fare. 

It would be hard to find a 
more battered war-horse than 
Tchaikovsky’s Violin Concerto, 
which, over the course of several 
decades, has become something 
of a cliche for the latest wun- 
derkind fiddler dujour. Still, there 
are ample reasons for the work’s

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enduring popularity, not the least 
of which is that characteristic cas¬ 
cade of gorgeous, hummable 
tunes. Japanese violinist Kyoko 
Takezawa has appeared with the 
SF Symphony before, playing 
Beethoven’s considerably more 
engaging opus for this instru¬ 
ment, in addition to 
Mendelssohn’s, so we can allow 
her justifiable interest in tackling 
such an obvious crowd-pleaser — 
and please the crowd she did 
when she took up the work at 
Davies two weeks ago. Her tone 
was impressive, passagework pre¬ 
cise and clearly audible, and she 
exhibited no little fervor for her 
musical task. I have no clear idea 
where all these young virtuosi 
spring from, but with the remark¬ 
able exception of Midori, most 
seem to lack a certain amount of 
maturity. Ms. Takezawa will have 
a great career, to be sure, but one 
hopes she’ll soon find a teacher 
who can deepen her artistic per¬ 
ception. Tilson Thomas and the 
orchestra provided typically gra¬ 
cious and intelligent accompani¬ 
ment throughout. 

Tilson Thomas’ traversal of 
Robert Schumann’s Symphony 
No. 3, the Rhenish , which followed 
the Tchaikovsky, provided a 
grand opportunity for the mae¬ 
stro to breathe some life into a 
fairly standard number. Not un¬ 
expectedly, he culled exquisite de¬ 
tails from a score that critics agree 
is dangerously dense. The results 
were bracing and effectively 
stripped away layers of mushy 
performance practice, much the 
same way a conservator might 
clean a dusty painting. 

A similar effect was achieved 
last week with some chestnuts of 
the French repertoire. Of course

Tilson Thomas is an internation¬ 
ally recognized expert with De¬ 
bussy’s modernism, and with 
good reason. I greatly admire his 
recognition of the sinew and 
muscle, as well as the grace and 
beauty, of le musicien Francaise’s 
music. Too many interpreters set¬ 
tle for the fuzzy stuff and go all 
out of focus in pursuit of a myth¬ 
ic impressionism, short-changing 
all the brilliant orchestration and 
expansive melodies. Tilson 
Thomas’ La Mer, however, paid 
respects to Debussy the sym- 
phonist, and the results were 
thrilling. 

Hector Berlioz’s Symphonie 
Fantastique also received — yet 
again — meticulous patronage, 
but the orchestra seemed behind 
the maestro’s beat intermittently, 
and the first movement was 
slightly marred by some very 
shrill playing from several sec¬ 
tions of the orchestra. Ravishing 
solos from the winds, however, 
turned the tide, and even with the 
inexpert horns blaring through¬ 
out, this brilliant torrent of sound 
had its usual powerful effect. 

Contract negotiations will re¬ 
sume in December, but we can 
rest assured of one thing — 
Tilson Thomas’s contract is se¬ 
cure. ▼

B ecause of his romantic rela¬ 
tionship with composer 
Benjamin Britten, tenor 
Peter Pears was given a lot of won¬ 
derful music to sing, and he sang 
it wonderfully. Yet Pears was also 
the epitome of the stereotypical, 
neuter, British male singer. His 
successors — Robert Tear, Ian 
Partridge, John Mark Ainsley — 
have tried but failed to escape the 
white, sexless quality that seems to 
infect British music. 

Then along came Bryn Terfel 
and the panties were sucked off 
the lamb chops. Of course, Terfel 
is a baritone, but, as a rule, British 
baritones are as epicene as the 
tenors cited above. 

Terfel transcends nationality, 
yet when he sings British music, 
as he did in the second half of his 
recital last Saturday at UC Berke¬ 
ley’s Zellerbach Hall, he avoids 
prissy table manners and takes big 
bites; the result is that the music 
itself gains in stature. There is un¬ 
deniable sexual charisma in this 
genial bear of a man, coupled 
with a resonant baritone that can 
caress or obliterate; sitting close to 
the stage, there were more than a 
few times Saturday when I 
flinched from the sheer magni¬ 
tude of his voice. 

The baritone sang two cycles 
of English songs and a delightful 
set of Welsh folk songs. (Welsh is 
Terfel’s first language, and he 
wraps his big mouth around such 
jaw-breakers as “Yn cysgu’r nos a 
chodi’r bore” with laughable 
ease.) His super-virile attack, with 
its hint of even more power in re¬ 
serve, and his suave legato, which 
seems to require no audible intake 
of breath, make songs like Vaughn 
Williams’ “The Vagabond” into 
miniature operas, acted out with 
a voice (and occasional mugging). 
The soft singing at the end of 
“Wither Must I Wander,” “Bright 
is the Ring of Words,” and “I Have 
Trod the Upward and the Down¬ 
ward Slope” (all from Vaughn 
Williams’ Songs of Travel), was 
simply ravishing. 

Nobody hearing Terfel in 
recital will ever again think of 
Vaughn Williams and Gerald 
Finzi (whose Shakespearean cycle 
“Let Us Garlands Bring” was also 
on the second half of the pro¬ 
gram) as merely “pastoral English 
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Bryn Terfel 


composers.” The passion, despair, 
blood, spit, and other body fluids 
you care to name, ooze from these 
works when Terfel sings them. 
And though he comes perilously 
close to oversinging and overact¬ 
ing in British music, he always 
stops short of caricature. 

In the long Schubert set that 
opened the recital, accompanied 
by pianist Malcolm Martineau, 
Terfel frequently crossed that line, 
exhausting an attentive listener. 
His singing was overbearing 
(“Gruppe aus dem Tartarus”), 
under the pitch from excessive 
crooning (“Litanei”), and fussily 
overcontrasted (“An die Leier”). 
It’s as if he feels the songs are so 
familiar he has to “do” something 
to them. “Erlkonig” was like being 
battered in a hurricane, not the 
little storm of Goethe’s poem, an 
effect not nearly so subtle or chill¬ 
ing as Sergei Leiferkus’ interpreta¬ 
tion of the same work at his UC 
concert last September. Hearing 
Terfel, however, fixed a thought 
I’d had at the Leiferkus recital — 
there is no substitute for singing 
in your own tongue. 

Terfel is a terrific linguist. His 
German, with its open vowels and 
guttural consonants, is quite pure. 
But in a language he has learned as 
an adult, a lack of intimate id-, 
iomatic understanding leads him 
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to overstate “effects.” Where in 
English (or Welsh) he knows ex¬ 
actly how much to mess with the 
line or text for a sexy, touching, or 
frightening effect, in German he 
apparently has no interior censor 
for bad taste or crudity, both un¬ 
necessary in so talented a singer. ▼ 
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Greatest 

misses 


P oet-songwriter Joni Mitchell has 
a “greatest hits” package out, and 
in her truly iconoclastic way, it’s 
two albums, one titled Hits and one 
Misses (Reprise). Each has selections 
from the wide range of Mitchell’s 17 
album career (1967 on), and while 
Hits is pretty straightforward (“Wood- 
stock,” “Big Yellow Taxi,” “Circle 
Game ” “Friedman— er sorry. Free 
Man in Paris”), what Joni considers 
“misses” are some pretty remarkable 
songs. For example, the disc closes 
with: “I’m traveling in some vehicle/ 
I’m sitting in some cafe/ A defector 
from the petty wars/ That shell shock 
love away” That’s how “Hejira” opens, 
from the 1976 album of the same 
name, an album of the road the way 
R.E.M.’s new HiFi is. Misses also has 
gems from Joni’s newer, less-known al¬ 
bums, the atmospheric Night Ride 
Home and Turbulent Indigo, and a cut 
from the unfairly maligned Mingus 
album, Joni’s experiment with jazz 
great Charles Mingus, who died before 
its release. 

Hits and Misses’ release date was 
pushed back again and again, leaving 
a certain faction of the “Queers who 
love Joni too much” support group 
jonesing through much of last month. 
The compilations contain one B-side, 
“Urge For Going,” but no previously 
unreleased material. As I like Mitchell’s 
later, aurally complex work, I’m glad 
to hear Chalk Mark in a Rain Storm et. 
al., but why only one song from Heji¬ 
ra, and only one from the adventurous 
Hissing of Summer Lawnsl Why noth¬ 
ing from Don Juan’s Reckless Daughter? 

You see how Joni-heads are. This 
year she is to be inducted into the 
Rock & Roll Hall of Fame (about 
time!). I can’t think of another pop 
musician who has grown and experi¬ 
mented so consistently, who has railed 
against mindless materialism (“The 
Reoccurring Dream”) and the toxic 
environment (“Sex Kills”) with such 
conviction, and who has as successful¬ 
ly spurned “the star-maker machinery 
behind the popular song.” ▼

operas are hard-going for most 
opera audiences, perhaps because 
of their microtonal music. (Mi¬ 
crotones have musical clout but 
lack glamour.) The only Eaton 
opera with a toe-hold on the ac¬ 
tive repertoire is his one-act Cry 
of Clytaemnestra, based, ironical¬ 
ly, on a subject from classical 
mythology. 

Stein, Thomson, CNN 

As so many other things did at 
the time, American opera took a 
pronounced shift in course dur¬ 
ing the Republican ’80s. To the 
probable dismay of Republicans 
everywhere, the 1987 Houston 
premiere of John Adams’ Nixon 
in China, which depicts the 37th 
President in oyer his head at a 
major moment of contemporary 
history, generated an enormous 
flap, and revivals that packed ‘em 
in across the land. 

Nixons successor, Adams’ The 
Death of Klinghoffer, explored a 
more historically immediate sub¬ 
ject, the hijacking of the cruise 
ship Achille Lauro by terrorists, 
and the inept murder of one of its 
passengers, wheelchair-bound 
Leon Klinghoffer. The opera had 
barely opened when New York 
magazine critic Peter G. Davis 
wryly christened a new genre: 
“CNN opera”: music theater 
about current events given feature 
rather than sound-bite treatment. 

But the notion of the “CNN 
opera” did not spring fully 
formed from the mind of Peter 
Sellars, the enfant terrible of the 
American stage who conceived 
and produced both Nixon and 
Klinghoffer. Philip Glass, Ameri¬ 
ca’s premier minimalist compos¬ 
er, had set the stage with Satya- 
graha , a hugely successful medi¬ 
tation on the life of Mahatma 
Gandhi that also traveled well, 
and the five-hour Einstein on the 
Beach, the minimalist cause cele- 
bre in which the century’s most 
famous physicist is represented 
by a solo violin. 

Glass and his frequent collab¬ 
orator, Robert Wilson, comment¬ 
ed that the only direct influences 
on their ground-breaking work 
were the operas of composer Vir¬ 
gil Thomson and poet Gertude 
Stein, Four Saints in Three Acts 
(1927-28) and The Mother of Us 
All (1947). Queer in every sense 
of the word, those two master¬ 
pieces figure as the forebears of 
all the CNN operas and their off¬ 


spring. If that makes Thomson 
and Stein, those singular gay cre¬ 
ators, The Mothers of Us All, it’s 
hard to imagine they would 
mind. Their place as parents 
seems curiously right. 

In a burst of free imagination 
Four Saints throws the Spanish 
mystic Saint Teresa of Avila to¬ 
gether with Saint Ignatius Loyola 
— from another century — and 
pairs them with their sidekicks, 
Saint Settlement and Saint 
Chavez, respectively. Mother, a ri¬ 
otous celebration of suffragette 
Susan B. Anthony, is regarded as 
the pair’s highest achievement. It 
opened in New York in 1947, ten 
months after Stein’s death, and en¬ 
joyed a hugely successful revival 
in a celebrated production by the 
American artist Robert Indiana at 
Santa Fe Opera in 1976, the year of 
the American Bicentennial. 

Stein’s densely rhymed, richly 
repetitive, nearly nonsensical texts 
occasioned music of shocking 
simplicity and compelling vernac¬ 
ular idiom from her musical col¬ 
league. Little-known today, both 
operas — which played Broadway, 
not opera houses — were enor¬ 
mous, immediate hits in their day. 

Both Nixon and Klinghoffer 
bear an important resemblance to 
the Thomson-Stein operas. Sell¬ 
ars deputized Boston librettist 
Alice Goodman to write free, 
richly imaginative, deeply poetic 
texts for both pieces. Her libret¬ 
tos, like Stein’s, are a pleasure to 
read. The Berkeley-based Adams, 
then still classified a minimalist 
composer, responded with music 
that, in its own terms, mirrors 
Thomson’s in its strong use of 
harmonically simple, mesmeriz- 
ingly repetitive, occasionally soar¬ 
ing material. 

Of the “CNN operas” to date, 
the Sellars-Adams-Goodman col¬ 
laborations seem the most likely 
candidates for repertoire status. 
But who knows? Although both 
are worthy, they’re unimaginable 
without the hands-on direction 
of the ingenious Sellars, a man of 
many ideas who seems an unlike¬ 
ly candidate for lifelong alle¬ 
giance to these two fledglings. 

Nixon and Klinghoffer in turn 
have spawned their own offspring 
with the manic energy of the Hol¬ 
lywood sequel. In fact there has 
already been a Hollywood opera, 
Ezra Laderman’s Marilyn, com¬ 
missioned by New York City 
Opera. The only other CNN

first great opera composer, 
crowned his career with L'incoro- 
nazione di Poppea (1643). In that 
masterpiece historical figures 
from the First Century Roman 
court — from the Emperor Nero 
to that courtesan of courtesans, 
Poppea — rub elbows with more 
traditional, symbolic characters 
such as Virtue and Love. 

In 18th-century opera, 
mythological characters gradual¬ 
ly gave way to equally fictitious 
ones from Renaissance epics — 
plus the occasional monarch 
and/or warrior. But the case of 
George Frederic Handel, arguably 
the greatest composer of Baroque 
opera (and now thought by many 
to have been gay) is instructive of 
the century’s operatic practices. 
Few of Handel’s 40 operas are 
about actual people, and several 
of those are from remote antiqui¬ 


ty, fancifully depicted to boot. 
The opera characters closest to 
Handel in historical time — but 
who predate him by centuries — 
are El Cid and Richard the Lion- 
hearted. But European historians 
could watch Handel’s Rodrigo 
(1707) and Riccardo Prirno 
(1727-28) virtually unaware of 
the historical precedents. 

By the 19th century, opera’s 
shift from royal courts to public 
theaters brought with it a deci¬ 
sive move away from the realms 
of mythology and the gods (with 
the notable exception of Wagn¬ 
er, of course) and into the realm 
of real people. Romantic opera is 
rife with sagas of monarchs, he¬ 
roes, explorers, and other adven¬ 
turers, albeit with little regard 
for historical veracity. History 
regularly bowed to the audi¬ 
ence-sanctioned happy ending. 
In 1972, San Francisco Opera 
audiences encountered a fine ex¬ 
ample of the latter in Giacomo 
Meyerbeer’s L'Africaine 


(1837-64). In this opera, the 
composer and his librettist, Eu¬ 
gene Scribe, played fast and loose 
with the story of Portuguese ex¬ 
plorer Vasco da Gama, who, in 
the various versions of the opera, 
found himself all over Africa and 
South Asia, ending up, in the ge¬ 
ographical compromise of the 
final version, in Madagascar. 

The precipitous decline of 
opera composition in the 20th 
century took a predictable toll on 
the catalog of operas about real 
people. Even gay old Benjamin 
Britten, one of the century’s most 
prolific opera composers, wrote 
only one, Gloriana, about a real 
queen, Elizabeth I. Perhaps 
tellingly, it was the least well-re¬ 
ceived of all his works. 

The modern era’s shaken faith 
in the very idea of heroes has re¬ 
sulted in few hero operas. In 
1930, Darius Milhaud’s 
Christophe Colomb remytholo¬ 
gized the man popular history 
once regarded as the discoverer of 
America in a deeply mystical — 
and decidedly Catholic — man¬ 
ner. A half-century later, that 
opera became a kind of prototype 
for Olivier Messiaen’s magnum 
opus, Saint Francois d'Assise, an 
even more mystical, and more ex¬ 
plicitly Catholic, reflection on the 
St. Francis legend. 

But the work of Milhaud and 
Messiaen took a significant step 
beyond Meyerbeer. Instead of 
merely twisting historical fact to 
the artistic need of the moment, 
they remythologized their sub¬ 
jects in the interest of adding 
greater meaning to their work. 
Milhaud, for example, may have 
imputed more to Christopher 
Columbus than was actually 
there, at least on the spiritual 
plane, but at least he didn’t disre¬ 
gard or diminish his subject. 

Those admittedly strange 
French operas have their Ameri¬ 
can counterparts. Roger Sessions’ 
Montezuma (1964), a monumen¬ 
tal, serialist opera about the Inca 
king, is a work highly regarded by 
music historians yet largely dis¬ 
dained by the paying public. John 
Eaton’s even more ambitious 
Danton and Robespierre (1978) 
addresses leading figures of the 
French Revolution. But, however 
compelling dramatically, Eaton’s

opera deemed to have enduring 
musical value has been Anthony 
Davis’ X, the Life and Times of 
Malcolm X. 

Now comes San Francisco 
Opera’s Harvey Milk, which its 
creators are asking the public to 
view as the world premiere of the 
revised Harvey Milk , not the orig¬ 
inal Harvey Milk's fourth revival. 
Although it has already played in 
the theaters of the co-commis¬ 
sioning companies, Houston and 
New York City Opera (as well as 
in Dortmund, Germany), those 
productions were, functionally, 
out-of-town openings. San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Harvey will play in Har¬ 
vey’s San Francisco. 

And it arrives at a seemingly 
eerie time. It is almost 18 years 
since the assassinations of Super¬ 
visor Milk and Mayor George 
Moscone by Dan White. Elections 
for the city’s supervisors have just 
been held, and both City Hall and 
the Opera House are closed for 
seismic retrofitting, both looking 
wounded, or, at best, post-op. The 
closer we come to opening night, 
the stronger — and more mo¬ 
mentous — it all seems. 

Add to that the facts that the 
critical establishment is turning 
an increasingly jaundiced eye on 
what it sees as “CNN operas”; 
that, critically speaking, Harvey 
arrives here with less than a clean 
bill of health; and that there are 
sure to be objections to the piece’s 
every departure from the literal, 
documentable truth about San 
Francisco’s second patron saint, 
and you’ve got the climate for a 
highly charged opening. 

The decimation of AIDS 
notwithstanding, the town is still 
full of people who knew and re¬ 
member Harvey and countless 
thousands of others who literally 
owe him their lives. A truly re¬ 
mythologized Harvey, one that 
dares to see him as far greater than 
the sum of his parts — which is in 
its own way true to the history — 
could make for a satisfying, even 
enduring, Harvey Milk. Artistic in¬ 
tegrity could go a long way in this 
case particularly. The one thing 
that is clear is that there dare be no 
milking Harvey. ▼
